Freer Hand 
In Watergate 
Probe Hoped 


WASHINGTON (UPD — The 
ranking Republican on the Sen­ 
ate Watergate committee says 
he is hopeful that President 
Nixon’s new willingness to let 
White House aides testify be­ 
fore a federal grand jury will 
lead to their sworn testimony at 
public hearings. 
Sen. Howard H. Baker Jr.. R- 
Tenn., the committee’s vice 
chairman, indicated to report­ 
ers yesterday that preliminary 
contacts between the commit­ 
tee and the White House were 
already under way. 
The testimony of White House 
counsel John W. Dean III, who 
headed the executive branch 
investigation into the Watergate 
break-in, and other top aides is 
considered essential to the com­ 
mittee’s investigation of possi­ 
ble sabotage and espionage in 
the 1972 presidential campaign. 
Nixon announced yesterday 
his aides would be allowed to 
testify before grand juries but 
still refused to let them appear 
before the Senate committee. 
“ I took this to be an invita­ 
tion to negotiate,” Baker said. 
*Tm hopeful that some of these 
aides will be able to give sworn 
testimony in open committee 
hearings.” 
As a crack opened in the rigid 
refusal of the White House to 
permit aides to testify about the 
bugging of the Democratic Na­ 
tional Headquarters at the Wat­ 
ergate complex, these other de­ 
velopments were reported: 
—Senate sources said James 
W. McCord Jr., convicted in the 
Watergate case and former se­ 
curity chief for the Committee 
to Re-elect the President, told 
the committee Wednesday that 
he knew of other illegal wire 
taps planed on Capitol Hill. The 
sources said McCord wants im­ 
munity from further prosecu­ 
tion before giving evidence on 
the other taps.

White, 32, of Newport News, 
Va., will be freed tomorrow 
morning in the Mekong Delta of 
South Vietnam where he was 
captured. He will be flown to 
Clark Air Base from Saigon for 
the same red carpet welcome 
accorded all the ex-prisoners. 
White’s survival was an­ 
nounced for the first time by 
Viet Cong authorities Wednes­ 
day. He was the 596th POW to 
be released. 
Four C141 Starlifter planes, 
called “ freedom birds” by the 
POWs, will leave Clark at two- 
hour intervals tomorrow with 
the final 69 from North Viet­ 
nam, nearly all of them Air 
Force and Navy fliers shot 
down during the bombings last 
Christmas. 
The repatriates will debark at 


three of the bases used today— 
Travis, Scott, and Sheppard— 
and also at Hickam in Hawaii. 
Wright-Patterson in Ohio, and 
March in California. 
Maj. Norbert A. Gotner, 37, 
Sacramento, Calif., who was 
flown to Travis today, made 
one of the most moving depar­ 
ture speeches heard at Clark 
since Operation Homecoming 
began. He noted that prison life 
was colorless—an existence 
bound about b> “ only blacks 
and grays.” 
“ I think the first colors I saw 
as we were waiting in a bus 
outside the (Hanoi) airfield 
were on the rudder of an air­ 
craft. 
*T saw three colors—red, 
white and blue. 
“ And my heart jumped be­ 
cause the North Vietnamese 
told us that the American pub­ 
lic and military would not want 
us back. 
“ But we had faith. We knew 
what to expect. Thank you.” 
At Clark, processing center 
director Lt. Gen. William G. 
Moore said his peak staff of 
more than 2,000 people will be 
reduced to a skeleton force 
after Sunday. But, he said, if 
more prisoners are announced, 
the operation can be reassem­ 
bled “ on very short notice.” 
American authorities have 
voiced hope that other Ameri­ 
can POWs will turn up, espe­ 
cially in Laos where some 300 
flyers are missing in action. 
About two-thirds of them were 
given some chance of survival.

How long can a person 25 
years old expect to live? 
Perhaps forever. 
That opinion, often expressed 
in some scientific circles as the 
posture of the future, was sup­ 
ported today by Chadd Ever- 
one, a researcher in ways to 
prevent aging. Everone, who is 
associated with the Foundation 
for Research on Immortality in 
Sacramento, spoke at the Col­ 
lege of Marin’s two-day “ Fu­ 
ture Fare.” (See other story, 
page 35.) 
Everone predicted drastic de­ 
velopments in various scientific 
areas within 10 years that 
would expand life spans. 
“ In the meantime, we can be 
gaining time by keeping our­ 
selves as young as we are for 
as long as possible,” he said. 
Everone, who launched a full 
day of seminars on the future 
at the college’s Harlan Center, 
said people should fast at least 
two full days each week in 
order to allow the body to 
eliminate toxins created by 
foods. 
Everone suggested that hu­ 
mans “ eat life,” meaning foods 
that arc as close to being alive 
as possible — live plants, seeds, 
yogurt. 
lie said that these foods con­ 
tain “ radiant energy” not found 
in cooked homogenized and pre­ 
pared foods. 
Everone listed Vitamin E as 
a good means of eliminating 
toxins from human cells. Vi­ 
tamin E, he explained, absorbs 
“ free radicals,” which are ion­ 
ized particles that place stress 
on cells and cause them to 
deteriorate and age. 
Everone told his audience he 
will be involved in the founding 
of the first center to study 
methods of preventing aging. It 
will be established in Sacra­ 
mento within eight months. 
The center will be funded 


through private donations. 
Some of the developments it 
will study are “ blood washout” 
techniques, a sort of body ene­ 
ma that removes toxins, and 
new drugs designed to stop 


senility.

WASHINGTON — Expansion 
of the Golden Gate National 
Recreation Area by 323 acres in 
Marin was proposed yesterday 
by the Interior Department. 
The acreage includes Wolf- 
back Ridge property that the 
City of Sausalito long has op­ 
posed for development. 
The department said it plans 
to add four parcels totaling 373 
acres and delete 50 acres 
around Stinson Beach from the 
34,000-acre recreation area cre­ 
ated last October by Congress. 
The bill creating the recrea­ 
tion area allowed the depart­ 
ment to make such boundary 


changes administratively with 
the approval of the chairman of 
the Senate and House interior 
and insular affairs committees. 
The expansion plans were dis­ 
closed in a letter from Asst. 
Secty. of Interior Nathaniel 
Reed to the two committee 
chairmen. It was released by 
Rep. Phillip Burton, D-Fifth 
District, a prime author of the 
bill creating the recreation 
area. 
The largest proposed addition 
is 214 acres on Wolfback Ridge, 
the last undeveloped property 
on the ridge. Most of it is owned 
by Edward R. Fitzsimmons and 
his partners, who have been 


dickering for almost three 
years with the City of Sausalito 
to develop the area with more 
than 200 single-family homes. 
City and county officials tried 
last year to get the ridgeland 
included in the bill, but their 
proposal came too late in the 
push to pass the bill before the 
November election.

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Bunker's Replacement Is Named 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Nixon has 
accepted with “very deep regrets” the resigna­ 
tion of Ellsworth Bunker, the U.S. ambassador to 
South Vietnam since 1967. 
White House Press Secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler said yesterday 
that Bunker, 78, will be succeeded 
by Graham A. Martin, now ambas­ 
sador to Italy. 
Bunker will be given a new as­ 
signment in the near future, Ziegler 
said. 
The white-haired Bunker, who 
had a successful career in com­ 
merce and publishing before entering the diplo­ 
matic service in 1950, gained a reputation as a 
skilled, tactful negotiator. 
He headed a three-nation committee to resolve 
the Dominican Republic crisis in 1965 and was the 
principle mediator who helped avert war between 
Indonesia and The Netherlands in 1962. 
Bunker's first diplomatic post came when the 
late President Harry S. Truman appointed him 
ambassador to Argentina in 1950. He was ambas­ 
sador to Italy from 1952 to 1953 and to India from 
1956 to 1961. 
He served as “ambassador-at-large” prior to 
succeeding Henry Cabot Lodge in Siagon.

Air Surcharge 


WASHINGTON OJPI) - The 
nation s airline passengers will 
begin paying a 34 cent per 
ticket surcharge tomorrow to 
defray part of the cost of 
screening against hijackers. 
But the surcharge may be 
increased later. The 34 cents 
will not cover the cost of the 
4.300 armed guards which the 
government has ordered posted 
at 531 airports served by sched­ 
uled airline service.

Returning Prisoners Tell More 
About Life In N. Viet Camps 


By U. P. INTERNATIONAL 
Capt Stephen R Leopold 
says if he ever sees “Farn­ 
sworth," he will kill him. Maj. 
Thomas E. Collins III said he 
can forgive the North Vietnam­ 
ese who beat and tortured him 
for 7 to years. 
Leopold and Collins were 
among the returning prisoners 
of war who gave more details 
of prison life yesterday. 
Leopold, of Milwaukee, Wis., 
said the guard the prisoners 
called Farnsworth would force 
the prisoners to stand or kneel 
for hours with their hands over 
their heads. Farnsworth would 
grind his boot into the prison­ 
ers’ bare feet. 
“If I ran into Farnsworth on 
the street. I’d kill him," Leo­ 
pold said 
Collins, of Clinton, Miss., who 
was captured in October, 1965, 
when his F4 was shot down, 
said he felt sorry for the Com­ 
munists. 
“They had an inferiority com­ 
plex, but it was not just that," 
he said. "It was just realization 
of the fact that they were inferi­ 
or and they realized it." 
“1 know that some men will 
not be able fo forgive their 
captors, they are very bitter 
toward them," Collins said. “I 
can forgive. I will never at­ 
tempt to gain revenge." 
Collins told of a “kangaroo 
court" where an interrogator 
asked him to tell about himself. 
When Collins said he could not, 


“He (the interrogator) started 
beating me, knocking me with 
his fist on the floor, kicking 
me,” Collins said. 
Then a guard pounded a sa­ 
ber on his head and beat him 
with his shoe. 
Afterward he was dragged 
through a village and placed 
before a firing squad. The 
squad turned out to be a bluff, 
but Collins said “if this was to 
be my fate, I was ready." 
Navy Cmdr. Charles Tanner 
of Covington, Tenn , spent three 
of his eight years of imprison­ 
ment in solitary confinement. 
“I saw nobody but guards 
from March 11. 1967, to Feb. 25, 
1970. I chose not to talk to 
them," he said 
Tanner said he was tortured 
five times, one of them lasting 
17 days intermittently 
Maj. Robert N. Daughtrey 
said North Vietnamese doctors 
operated twice on his right arm 
which was broken when he 
bailed out of his jet in 1966. 
Guards later beat on the arm 
with hoses, fan belts and rifle 
butts. 
Lt Col. Kenneth W. North of 
Wellfleet, Mass, said condi­ 
tions for the prisoners im­ 
proved after peace talks go 
under way in 19(B) 
“I do not mean they ran up 
the white flag," North said. “It 
tooc several months before we 
were aware of the fact that the 
treatment had improved, never 
to the point of humane and 
lenient treatment." 


Air Force Maj. William J. 
Baugh of Piqua, Ohio, said he 
was beaten each day over a 
two-week period. TTie beatings 
made him “squirm around like 
a caterpillar trying to get 
away.” 
Baugh, who lost the sight of 
his right eye when he ejected 
from an F105 in January, 1967, 
said seven prisoners received 
the torture, called the “grind­ 
er,” after two other POWs es­ 
caped from their cell.

Texaco To 
Start Gas 
Rationing 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Dis­ 
tributors of Texaco gasoline 
will start rationing gas to 200 
service stations here tomorrow 
for the first time since World 
War II, the Los Angeles Times 
said today. 
The cutbacks, ranging as 
high as 47 per cent in some 
cases, also marks the first time 
a major oil company’s retail 
outlets have been hit by the 
nation’s growing gas shortage. 
Texaco, the nation's largest 
gasoline retailer, has more than 
1,000 outlets in the Los Angeles 
area, but only 200 will be affect­ 
ed. 
The Times said most motor­ 
ists will still be able to get the 
gas they need at the 200 sta­ 
tions but those stations will be 
limited in the amount of gas 
they can get from distributors 
The distributors' action fol­ 
lowed an announcement by 
Texaco and Mobile On the na­ 
tional level, instructing their 
distributors that they would be 
limited to last year’s level of 
purchases. 
In past years, a distributor 
who exceeded his maximum 
sales quota under his contract 
with Texaco could keep buying 
gasoline from Texaxo indefi­ 
nitely to meet the demand. 
Although the distributors will 
be able to buy as much gas as 
they did in 1972, customers will 
receive less fuel because dis­ 
tributors’ consumption is run­ 
ning ahead of last year. 
“Now we just can't go over 
what’s in the contract," the 
Times quoted one major dis­ 
tributor as saying. "We're 
caught in a bind. We have to 
allocate the supplies among the 
dealers as fairly as we can." 
Service stations supplied di­ 
rectly by Texaco rather than 
through distributors, will not be

TIJUANA, Mexico (UPD - 
Southern Californians have be­ 
gun crossing the border to buy 
beef at prices cheaper than 
those in the United States. 
Local meat markets have ex­ 
pressed concern, however, be­ 
cause of the shortage of beef in 
Mexico and the small profit 
margin. 
A survey Friday showed qual­ 
ity cuts of steak such as filets 
at 99 cents a pound with New 
York cuts at 96 cents. Roasts 
hovered in the 96-cent area with 
crosscut ribs at 63 cents a 
pound and boiling beef at 43. 
Pork and chicken prices also 
were far lower than in the 
United States, but transporta­ 
tion of them across the border 
was illegal. 
Prices are set by the Ministry 
of Industry and Commerce in 
Mexico City. The difference 
normally would not be enough 
to cause persons to drive the 
150 miles from Los Angeles, but 
the butchers said persons were 
buying in lots as high as 15 
kilograms or 37 pounds. 
This has caused a shortage 
although many persons living in 
nearby south San Diego nor­ 
mally shop for beef and lower- 
priced vegetables at local mar­ 
kets. 
Another problem is the beef 
sold here comes from the State 
of Chiapa, south of Mexico City. 
The best northern grown beef— 
from the states of Sonora and 
Chihuahua—is being exported 
to the United States. The long 
transportation also cuts the lo­ 
cal profit margin.

Ex-Convicts Are Given 
Right To Cast Ballots 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The California Supreme Court 
yesterday gave ex-convicts 
their right to vote, ruling that 
their disenfranchisement is no 


longer needed to prevent elec­ 
tion fraud. 
The high court’s unanimous 
ruling held that refusal to regis­ 
ter former convicts who have 


completed their prison and pa­ 
role periods violated the equal 
protection clause of the U.S. 
Constitution. 


The court struck down provi­ 
sions of the State Constitution 
which prohibited voting by per­ 
sons convicted at any time in 


the past of “infamous crimes.” 
the Election Code listed 150 


felonies and misdemeanors 
which fell into that category. 


Acting in a case brought by 
the League of Women Voters, 
three other organizations and 


three ex-convicts, the court said 
that the historic reasons for 
denying ex-cons the franchise 
were no longer valid. 


They were originally forbid­ 
den to vote to deter election 


fraud by “immoral and dishon­ 
est voters.” When the State 
Constitution was adopted in 


1850, the court said, free liquor, 
premarked ballots and trans­ 


portation to the polls could in­ 
fluence election results. 


“To do so in 1973, if possible 
at all, would require the coordi­ 
nated skills of a vast squadron 
of computer technicians,” the 
decision said. 


Abran Ramirez, 43, a farm 
worker, was listed as plaintiff 
in the suit. Ramirez, who was 


convicted of assault 21 years 
ago in a Texas restaurant fra­ 
cas and completed his parole 11 
years ago, was denied the right 
to register by San Luis Obispo 
County authorities.

Roll Back Of 
Rents Ordered 


B E R K E L E Y (UPI) — Berke­ 
ley’s new rent control board 
has ordered landlords to roll

National Parks Officials 


Say $28 Million Needed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Na­ 
tional Park Service officials 
said yesterday they need anoth­ 
er $28 million to keep parks 
from deteriorating but that the 
White House probably wouldn’t 
let them spend the money even 


if Congress gives it to them. 
The needed operating money, 
Park Service officials said in 
testimony before a Senate ap­ 
propriations subcommittee, is 
not in President Nixon’s budget 
for the 1974 fiscal year. 


Sen. Alan Bible, D Nev., 
chairman of the Interior appro­ 
priations subcommittee, sux- 
committee, said the committee 
“ just might add” the money to 
the budget and asked whether 
the Park Service would be al­ 
lowed to spend it. 


“ I’m not sure we’d be permit­ 
ted to spend it,” Park Service 
Director Ronald H. Walker re­ 
plied. “ But I’d like to have the 


money.” 
Walker said he did not bebe- 
lievo the Office of Management 
and Budget would allow use of 
the money “ at this time.” Bible 
was critical of Administration 
plans for adding new areas to 
the National Park System while 
refusing to provide develop­ 
ment funds for such areas and 
also letting existing parks dete­ 
riorate for lack of operating 


and maintenance funds. 


“ I believe it’s an absolute 
crime to go running around 
waving flags and creating new 
areas while the old areas fall 
into disrepute,” Bible said. 


Assistant Interior Secretary 
Nathaniel P. Reed defended 
proposals for adding new park 
areas, saying development 
funds probably would be availa­ 
ble after the fiscal 1974 “ budget 


crunch” is over. 


Reed also defended the Nixon 
Administration’s emphasis on 
parks in urban areas despite 
Bible’s citation of a study sug­ 
gesting that the Park.Service 
get out of urban recreation and 
work harder to preserve exist­ 
ing parks. 


Reed said both Congress and 
the Administration had shown 
“ great wisdom” in authorizing

the Golden Gate National Rec­ 
reation Area in San Francisco 
and the Gateway park at the 
entrance to New York harbor. 


Reed and Walker both de­ 
scribed the Golden Gate and 
Gateway recreation areas as 
“ outstanding examples” of 
President Nixon’s •* Parks for 
the People” program.

She Grows Greenery In Brooklyn 
Marin

NEW YORK (UPI) — Thou­ 
sands of trees grow in Brooklyn 
for Elizabeth Scholtz. Also, oth­ 
er flora—in all, some 14,000 
specimens of plant life over 
which she exercises her green 
thumb. 
Miss Scholtz is the new direc­ 
tor of the Brooklyn Botanic 
Garden, the first woman to hold 
the past in the garden’s 63-year 
history and one of the few 
women in directorial jobs in 
botanical gardens in the nation. 
What sets her even more 
apart is the fact she’s directing 
gardens in the heart of an 
urban area—“ the busiest 50 
acres of this kind on earth,” 
she says of the parent gardens 
in Brooklyn. 
In addition, the gardens have 
outreach stations of 600 acres in 
W estchester County, where 
much research goes on, and 12 
in Nassau County, on Long Is­ 
land, where plans are for a 
mini version of the Brooklyn 
Garden.

too, but what makes it the 
“ busiest 50 acres” are the visi­ 
tors, some 1.5 million a year 
who come from all over the 
world to look at and-or study. 
“ W E R E 
DEDICATED to 
people,’’ said Miss Scholtz, 
who’s a native of Victoria, 
South Africa. There are chil­ 
dren’s and adult classes with 
some 70 courses scheduled in a 
year. 
In addition, there are more 
formal lectures on everything 
from the art of bonsai cultiva­ 
tion (the garden has a “fabu­ 
lous’’ bonsai collection, she 
said) to plant hunting in the 
Himalayas. 
Miss Scholtz explained that 
the garden gets some support 
from New York City but the 
bulk comes from endowments, 
gifts and fees from its 5,600 
members in every state and 20 
foreign countries. Members re­ 
ceive the garden publications 
and may come to the special 
lectures. But all admission to 
the garden is free. 
I visited with Miss Scholtz 


just as the Japanese cherry 
trees were about to burst into 
blossom and as a host of golden 
daffodils was about to blanket a 
hillside with spring splendor. 
“You should be outside two 
weeks from now,” she said as 
we walked through greenhouses 
in full flower. “This place is 
enchantment.” 
THE DIRECTOR sort of 
backed her way into botany 
from a medical family. Her 
father and one brother are sur­ 
geons, her mother is a nurse 
and an “enthusiastic garden­ 
er.”

(UPI) - 
Some children who don’t listen 
in school may have spent their 
infancy falling asleep to soap 
operas, the six o’clock news 
and Johnny Carson.

What happened, theo­ 
rizes Dr. Kathryn Barnard, was 
that as infants they learned to 
block out a bombardment of 
sound so they could fall asleep. 
As children, they never quite 
tuned back in. 
The process is only one of 
dozens Dr. Barnard is exploring 
for the National Institute of 
Health's Division of Nursing, to 
find out how environmental dif­ 
ferences affect learning. 
So far, prelim inary work 
shows environm ental differ­ 
ences are so important in learn­ 
ing that children from some 
environm ents do worse in 
school than even brain-dam­ 
aged children. 
N O N E T H E L E S S , A L ­ 
THOUGH sales exist for mea­ 
suring what babies can do, 
there is no standardized mea­ 
sure for infant environment. 
So Dr. Barnard set out to 
develop one. She knew that the 
children of poorly educated par­ 
ents usually did poorly in 
school, while children of highly 
educated parents were general­ 
ly also the ones with te money. 
Such broad indicators told 
her little about how parents 
raised their babies. To find out 
more about the specifics of 
baby learning, she decided to 
videotape mothers with their 
babies. 
Borrowing her approach from 
research done over the last 10 
years, Dr. Barnard asked moth­ 
ers to teach their babies tasks 
just beyond the children's 
achievement levels. Each les­ 
son was recorded behind a one­ 
way mirror.

being taped, but the mirror 
prevented intrusions by techni­ 
cians and equipment on moth­ 
ers and children. 
The researchers studied the 
tapes with great care, some­ 
tim es spending up to eight 
hours viewing and reviewing a 
single segment. 
BUT ALL work since the 
study started in July, 1971, has 
been preliminary to the major 
understanding that begins this 
spring. Dr. Barnard and her 
associates will follow 200 chil­ 
dren from birth until at least 
the age of six. 
Dr. Barnard will attempt to 
predict how each of the 200 
infants will do as school chil­ 
dren. 
Dr. Barnard believes from 
her work so far that “we can 
find out more from listening to 
parents than by examining a 
child. Parents know if their 
children have a problem.” 
Listening to parents is exact­ 
ly what Dr. Barnard’s team 
plans to do, but as a control the 
babies will also be given devel­ 
opment tests and be examined 
by a pediatrician. Dr. Barnard 
believes she’ll be able to catch 
problems like mental retarda­ 
tion long before the pediatrician 
finds them. 
For example, it would not be 
a doctor but a parent who 
notices that a baby prefers to 
learn by tasting and touching 
instead of by seeing and hear­ 
ing. If questions catch that 
tendency, 
parents 
can 
be 
warned that trouble may lie 
ahead, because school learning 
of course depends on what a 
child sees and hears. 
IT’S IMPORTANT to catch 
such tendencies young because, 
according to French child spe­ 
cialist Jean Piaget, a child 
learns the process of taking in 
information by the age of two. 
If the study confirms Dr. 
Barnard’s work so far, she’ll 
compile her questions into a 
scale for parents. The parent­ 
ing scale will reveal any prob­ 
lems the baby might have and 
pinpoint environm ental prob­ 
lems. 
Someone has to interpret the 
scale to parents once it’s given, 
and Dr. Barnard believes that 
someone should be a nurse. 
“Nurses are concerned with 
the nitty gritty problems,” said 
Dr. Barnard, herself a profes­ 
sor of nursing at the University 
of W ashington. “ What other 
professional is concerned with 
teaching a mother how to bathe 
her baby?” 
Should nurses be chosen to 
explain the parenting scale, 
they can expect an expanding 
role, Dr. Barnard believes the 
scale will become more and 
more important as the emphas­ 
is on health care continues to 
*hift from treating illness to 
health maintenance and pre­ 
ventive care.

DEAR MRS. S.M.M., 
There is a great return to 
woven fabrics in the fashion 
picture. It’s quite a relief to 
those of us who love this kind of 
fabric rather than just knits. 
Linen is also on the fashion 
picture. It doesn’t wrinkle like 
it used to in the past. All the 
pure linen that I have seen is 
wrinkle resistant. 
Fibranne is a rayon fiber that 
is woven to look exactly like 
linen, It is even more practical 
than real linen because it is 
completely washable, and you 
simply can’t wrinkle it. In these 
days of easy care garments, it 
has become very popular both 
with better ready-to-wear and 
with the home sewer. Fibranne 
is also a fiber that is combined 
with silk, cotton, and wool for- 
its wrinkle resistant qualities. 
You will find that every asset 
has a liability. Because it 
doesn’t wrinkle, the tw isted 
yarns ravel much easier than 
most fibers. Therefore it is 
advisable to hand overcast your 


seams. You may do this on the 
machine, if you are sure your 
overcasting stitch doesn’t draw 
up the fabric and tighten the 
outer edges. 


DEAR EUNICE, 
My spring jacket is double- 
breasted, and I am having diffi­ 
culty with the buttons I have 
selected. They are not “sew 
through” buttons, and they 
have a shank. The buttons that 
are simply decorative on one 
side hang down instead of lay­ 
ing flat on the jacket. Is there 
any way these buttons will 
work? 
MRS. L.P.T. 
DEAR MRS L P T , 


There isn't much that can be 
done with buttons that have a 
shank. Some of them really do 
extend quite far. No matter 
how tight they are sewn to the 
garment, they will still hang 
down. 


Once in awhile you will find 
the shank is simply a twist of 
metal that can be flattened 
down on the buttons that won’t 
be actually buttoned. 
It’s best to choose a sew- 


through button or else one that 
has the shank actually cut into 
the button instead of extending. 
Incidentally, buttons are 


quite expensieve and so many 
are being used on each gar­ 
ment, may I suggest you pur­ 
chase an extra one.

The Tamalpais High School 
District board Hill be asked to 
approve spending $322,915 from 
special reserve funds for main­ 
tenance and rehabilitation at 
the district’s three high schools 
at its meeting at 8 p.m.

at the Tamalpais High School 
student center. 
Most of the money would be 
spent at the oldest school, Tam 
High. That school’s total of 
$200,715 includes electrical and 
heating and wall reconstruction 
work. 


The most controversial sum. 
is $84,000 to renovate Redwood 
High School’s athletic field, and 
the d istrict’s management 
council has recommended that 
work not start until engineering 
studies assure its subsoil prob­ 
lems can be solved. The field is 
on filled land. 


Also before trustees will be 
requests for sabbatical leaves 
for six teachers.

The 
changes were effective yester­ 
day. 
New to the weekday schedule 
is a 9:25 p.m. departure from 
San Francisco, arriving in Sau­ 
salito at 9:55 p.m. The last 
ferry from San Francisco under 
the old schedule was at 8:10. 
The only change in the weekday 
schedule was to shift the 2 p.m. 
departure from Sausalito to 
1:55 p.m., arriving in San Fran­ 
cisco at 2:25 instead of at 2:30. 
New to the weekend and holi­ 
day schedule are a 9:45 a.m. 
departure from Sausalito, ar­ 
riving in San Francisco at 
10:15, and an 8:20 p.m. depar­ 
ture from San Francisco, arriv­ 
ing in Sausalito at 8:50. 
Other afternoon changes on 
weekends and holidays, ranging 
up to 15 minutes, appear on the 
new schedules.

Bettini said he opposed the 
extra staff at this time because 
no provision had been made in 
the current district budget, al­ 
though district auditor Robert 
Tough said $100,000 for the ad­ 
ditional drivers, as well as for 
two more bus mechanics and a 
bus schedule analyst sought by 


Muir Beach 
Association 
Is Formed 


A new community association 
has been formed in Muir Beach 
to “ give landowners a proper 
voice in affairs that affect our 
community,” according to pub­ 
licity chairman Charles R. Fe­ 
lix. 
Called the Muir Beach Prop­ 
erty Owners Association, the 
group will hold its third meet­ 
ing at 8 p.m. April IO at the 
home of Calvin R. Garrison, 
who was elected president. 
AII Muir Beach residents in­ 
terested in “ maintaining the 
traditional values of the area” 
are invited to the meeing, Fe­ 
lix said, but membership in the 
association is open only to prop­ 
erty owners. 
One of the group’s goals is to 
“ foster environmental and eco­ 
nomic safeguards against over­ 
development and to reaffirm 
civic pride,” Felix said. 
Other officers are Edward 
Emig, vice president, and Jack 
F. Harris, secretary-treasurer. 
Jack Magruder is executive 
director and chairman of the 
board. Other board members 
are Paula Havestad, Gilbert F. 
Allard, Ambeo Banducci Jr., 
Joseph Fouza and Emig and 
Felix. 


White, was, in fact, included in 
the spending program. 
The extra positions would 
cost about $285,000 next fiscal 
year. 
The vote on the 15 new posi­ 
tions was 9-3, one short of the IO 
needed. Six directors were ab­ 
sent. 
Marin Supervisor Michael 
Womum, pointedly observing 
that Bettini’s vote would hurt 
Marin commuters, branded it 
as “ mischievous.” 
Womum and Marin’s third 
representative on the bridge 
board, Dean N. Meyer of Mill 
Valley, voted with the majority. 
Bettini, appointed to the 
bridge board by Womum and 
his fellow supervisors, told the 
Independent-Joumal after the 
meeting that he will reverse his 
vote if the issue first is re­ 
viewed favorably by the finance 


committee, meeting next on 
April 12. 
Bettini also said after the 
meeting that he had not been 
forewarned that service cuts 
would be necessary without the 
additional drivers. Other direc­ 
tors, however, said the staff 
had made it clear in committee 
on Thursday that service cuts 
would result without the extra 
drivers. Bettini attended the 
Thursday meeting. 
The mayor conceded the driv­ 
ers “ obviously are needed.” but 
objected he would not vote for 
them unless “ proper proce­ 
dures were followed.” He also 
said it was not certain that the 
finance committee would rec­ 
ommend the extra drivers. 
The chairman of the commit­ 
tee, Ben K. Lerer of San Fran­ 
cisco, was one of those voting 
against hiring the extra driv­ 
ers.

Caine's 'Sleuth' Role Brilliant

NEW YORK - The hotel 
room door sighs open and be­ 
hind it looms a tall man, his 
shoulders broad and faintly 
hunched under a blue silk shirt. 
His matcning blue eyes are 
speculative behind square, 
biack-framed glasses, but the 
smile and the handshake are 
warm. There is a hint of callus­ 
es past on the edges of his 
fingers, reminders of some 
long-ago and rougher job. 
Today Michael Caine is riding 
the creamy crest of success as 
an actor, with the best perform­ 
ance of his career on view 
around the United States in 
"Sleuth,” Fans who loved loa­ 
thing him as “ Alfie,” shivered 
for him as Harry Palmer in 
"The Ipcress File,” grinned at 
his breathless aristocrat in 
"The Wrong Box,” may be in 
for a surprise. His performance 
as Milo Tindle is "Sleuth” is as 
paradoxically rooted in his own 
life as it is brilliant. ("Sleuth” 
is currently playing at Cinema 
I in Corte Madera.) 
"The part had tremendous 
social significance for me, 
which I tried to play, which 
goes way beyond just a thrill­ 
er,” Caine said. 
The Milo Tindle of "Sleuth” 
is the son of an Italian immi­ 
grant, a successful hairdresser 
who has slogged his way up out 
of poverty to a point where he 
can compete with the English 
upper class. And he does — for 
the wife of a games-playing, 
aristocratic detective novelist 
named Andrew Wyke (Laurence 
Olivier). 


Caine, born a Cockney, came 
up the hard way, too. (He was 
borne Maurice Joseph Mickle- 
white, changed his name after 
seeing "The Caine Mutiny” on 
a marquee.) His father was a 
Billingsgate fish market porter, 
his mother a cleaning woman to 
help out the family finances. He 
began working at 12, delivering 
three or four newspaper routes 
to buy his own clothes. Before 
his first break as an actor he 
was a soldier, tea boy, butter 
packer, pneumatic drill opera­ 
tor, cement mixer, demolition 
worker. 
‘‘We didn’t fight to play 
games, we fought to survive,” 
is one of Caine’s favorite lines 
in "Sleuth,” and it is significant 
that it is the line which Milo 
snarls to the games-obsessed 
aristocrat Andrew. 
" I don’t want to read tremen­ 


dous signifance into ‘Sleuth’ 
for other people, but for me it 
was there and the parallels 
with me in real life can be 
tremendous,” Caine said. 
“ I can hardly go around now 
with enormous great chips on 
my shoulder saying working- 
class actors don’t get a chance. 
That no longer applies. But I 
can remember the feeling of it, 
and the majority of acting is 
sense memory, isn’t it really? 
It is remembering something 
that happened to you, and I can 
remember putting certain ven­ 
om and fury into lines, working 
myself up to it deliberately 
based on, say, the class treat­ 
ment of my own father. 
"This is the whole social 
thing which is applicable in 
England from the class point of 
view, because that's the prob­ 
lem we had. In England we had 
a class system which was put 
there solely to create and pre­ 
serve that class of serfs to do 
those sort of jobs. And my 
father was like a member of 
the last generation that was 
really a victim of that brain­ 
washing.” 
Class was in a sense Caine's 
motivation for carving out a 
whole new kind of actor in 
English films. This man who 
looks like a handsome hawk, 
with his gold hair, heavy-lidded 
blue eyes, and aquiline nose, 
could easily have gone the mat­ 
inee idol route. But he con­ 
sciously chose not to. 
A few years ago, in a maga­ 
zine interview, he told me that 
English film actors had always 
looked "weak and entirely non- 
typical of the men I knew. It 
was a class thing, they were 
always sort of terribly terribly 
. . . I decided when I grew up I 
wanted to change that sort of 
image.” 
Talking of this again in our 
interview he says, "It wasn’t 
really that I set out to create a 
different image. It was to cor­ 
rect an imbalance, inasmuch as 
a quarter of our population 
would have been middle class 
and upper class, yet 100 per 
cent of actors were middle 
class and upper class. So there 
was no representation of my 
class. 
“ I didn’t set out with my 
grandiose idea of creating a 
new type of Englishman, I just 
thought there was one that 
they’d missed! And I thought it 
was a terribly important one 
because it was representative 
of three quarters of the popula­ 
tion. 


Israeli Author Will 
Lead College Talks 


Israeli author and journalist 
Sholom Rosenfeld will join Col­ 
lege of Marin students and fac­ 
ulty Monday and Tuesday in a 
special series of conversations 
on "Foreign Policy, the Media, 
and the Middle East.” 


Sponsored by the college's 
office of community education, 
the seminars will be free to the 
public. 
Rosenfeld, deputy editor of 
Israel's largest newspaper and 
a political commentator on Is­ 
raeli radio and television, will 
discuss "The Two Israels” at 10 
a.m. Monday in room 50 of the 
engineering building. 
At 11:15 a.m. Monday, Rosen­ 
feld will be in room A of the 
college center discussing "The 
International Politics of the 
Middle East” and later will 
head an informal lunchtime 
conversation about Israeli me­ 
dia at Zim's restaurant next to 
the campus. 
Rosenfeld will offer another 
analysis of international politics 


of the Middle East at 9:30 a.m. 
Tuesday in room 72 of the fine 
arts building. 
The Polish-born Rosenfeld, a 
member of the Palestinian un 
derground who was arrested 
three times by the colonial Bri­ 
tish government, was one of the 
founders of Ma’ariv, Israel’s 
largest daily newspaper.

Caine’s role in his Emmy- 
award winning TV play "The 
Male of the Species” to Caine’s 
own image, what he calls "the 
new Londoner.” By that he 
means "with the Cockney lilt 
still in the speech patterns, still 
Cockney, but well dressed, 
working into a new class.” 
Caine, speaking of his favor­ 
ite and major roles, says, " I 
think that Harry Palmer in 
‘Ipcress File’ is different from 
Alfie, who is different from 
Milo Tindle. It is a progression. 
All those thje characters have 
a sort of London accent and 
were working-class people and 
were sophisticated in a way 
that also denotes a degree of 
intelligence and a quickness to 
grasp opportunities, even if 
they’re only intellectual. With 
all those three characters half 
the laughs come out of the way 
they 
react 
to 
intellectual 
ideas.” 
Laurence Olivier, with whom 
he stars in "Sleuth,” spoke 
warmly in a TV interview of 
Caine’s friendliness, called him 
"brilliant” and said he was 
"vastly underestimated” as an 
actor. 
Joseph Mankiewicz, who di­ 
rected "Sleuth," speaks enthu­ 
siastically of his work with 
Caine: "It was a happy sur­ 
prise.” He says he found that 
Caine was "not just a leading 
man, from whom a perform­ 
ance had to be tricked out,” but 
a "gifted young actor” well 
able to keep up with the formi­ 
dable Sir Laurence Olivier. Di­ 
rector Mankeiwicz says that 
Caine is a much better actor 
than he himself knows, with a 
fine background in repertory. 
(In addition, Caine did 125 TV 
plays in England before he 
broke into film.) 
Although Michael Caine won 
the New York Film Critics 
award as best actor for his 
performance in "Alfie,” there 
are those who feel that his 
"Sleuth” role even better. Caine 
himself says, "The best thing I 
ever did was ‘Sleuth’ and why 
shouldn’t it be? I ’m more expe­ 
rienced now than I ’ve ever 
been, I ’ve worked on the best 
script (Anthony Shaffer’s) I ’ve 
ever worked on. With no detri­ 
ment to anyone else, I ’ve 
worked with the greatest actor 
you can work with. 
" I mean really if I said to 
another actor who I ’ve worked 
with. ‘I think Laurence Olivier 


is better than you,’ I don’t think 
I ’ve necessarily insulted the 
other actor. Of the majority of 
other directors I ’ve worked 
with I must say the same about 
Mankiewicz. I ’ve never worked 
with another director who has 
four Academy Awards. 
"Joe is like all good direc­ 
tors, he’s your first and most 
severe critic. The difference 
between a good director and a 
bad one is whether as a critic 
he’s right or whether as a critic 
he’s wrong, and Joe is, I think, 
extremely right. Also Joe is 
patient and will let you work 
your way up (to a performance) 
and he also protects you in 
ways. In as much as if you do 
something good, he will shoot it 
two or three different ways so 
that it’s usable whichever way 
you go with the other shots. He 
does protection shots on you if 
you get something really good 
going.”

Forecast 


In Building 


S A C R A M E N T O ( U P I ) - 
Small builders might as well 
stop constructing homes and 
"go fishing” instead if the price 
of lumber continues to rise, a 
construction industry spokes­ 
man said yesterday. 


John 11. Russell, executive 
vice president of the California 
Building Association, told the 
Assembly Natural Resources 
Committee the cost of lumber is 
forcing sharp increases in the 
price of houses, driving many 
low and middle income persons 
out of the market. 


He said that could result in a 
decrease in the demand for new 
homes. 


"Unless relief is found in the 
near future,” Russell declared, 
small builders would be better 
off to “ go fishing” instead of 
budding homes. 


Russell testified during the 
committee’s hearing on the ris­ 
ing cost of lumber. 


One member of the commit­ 
tee, Assemblyman Jim Keysor, 
D-Granada Hills, criticized the 
testimony of Russell and a lum­ 
ber industry spokesman as 
"heavily slanted” in favor of 
their industries. 
Keysor said statements that 
the export of logs to Japan 
were forcing a rise in lumber 
prices were "out of porpor- 
tion.” 
He said the amount of logs 
exported to Japan constituted 
only about one or two per cent 
of the state’s total timber pro­ 
duction. 
The assemblyman referred to 
a statement by John Davenport 
of the Western Forest Indus­ 
tries Association, a group of 
sawmill operators, that "outra­ 
geous prices” by Japan "have 
had the effect of driving up the 
American log, lumber and ply­ 
wood prices.” 
Davenport said he favored an

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Bargain Hunters 
Find Fertile Soil 


NEW Y0RX (UPI) - Prices 
moved higher this week on the 
New York Stock Exchange but 
the nature of the advance and 
the climate in which it occurred 
left many in the financial com­ 
munity depressed about the fu­ 
ture. 
With stocks having suffered 
some of their sharpest losses in 
more than a decade last week, 
the 
market proved fertile 
ground for bargain hunters. 
This and a certain amount of 
professional short covering ac­ 
counted for a considerable part 
of this week's buying. It all 
dried up Friday, however, as 
things started to sink under the 
weight of President Nixon's 
comments about food prices 
and Vietnam, and the fourses- 
sion advance was broken. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 
blue chip industrial stocks add­ 
ed 28.30 to 951.01, including a 
17.01 advance on Tuesday, its 
best since Nov. 26,1971, when it 
gained 17.96. 
Standard & Poor’s 500 stock 
index, a more broadly based 
indicator than the Dow, picked 
up 2.64 to 111.52, while the 
NYSE index was ahead 1.43 to 
59.58. Advances led declines, 
1,218 to 630, among the 1,966 
issues crossing the tape. 
Sales picked up some—to 78,- 
104,750 shares from 77,411,470 
shares a week ago, and 55,803,- 
330 shares in a holiday shor­ 
tened week a year ago. 


Some analysts contended 
stock prices got some mileage 
out of news of the compromise 
between several leading com­ 
mercial banks and the adminis­ 
tration on a 6 Vi per cent prime 
lending rate. 
“ Nonsense. A compromise 
may have been reached but the 
prime still is Vo point higher 
with upward pressure threaten­ 
ing to force another increase in 
the near future,” one broker 
commented. 
Essentially, the story of the 
market this week was one of 
backing and filling with traders 
shopping for attractively priced 
stocks and then cashing in their 
profits as soon as the buying 
elevated the price 
The news announcement with 
the greatest impact came when 
the White House said Thursday 
President Nixon would deliver 
a message to the nation on 
television and radio that night. 
A stalled market took off. Ev­ 
eryone figured the president 
was going to do something 
about the swelling price of 
meat, poultry fish and other 
foodstuffs, which just last 
month led the biggest jump in 
the consumer price index in 22 
years. 
When Nixon merely placed a 
ceiling on the price of some 
meats, the market reacted Fri­ 
day with a substantial decline, 
the president’s warning to

Verna Dunshee 
'Made It Happen' 


IN ADDITION TO Point 
Reyes National Seashore and 
Muir Woods National Monu­ 
ment, Marin is blessed with 
five state parks — Mount Tam- 
alpais, Stinson Beach, Tomales 
Bay, Angel Island and Samuel 
P. Taylor. 
These did not come into being 
by accident. Saving them for 
the enjoyment of generations 
yet unborn was the work of a 
mere handful of dedicated con­ 
servationists of yesteryear. 
Of that handful to whom we 
owe so much, perhaps the least 
well known to the general pub­ 
lic was Verna Dunshee, who 
died this week at the age of 80. 
She may also have been the 
most effective worker for con­ 
servation of that small group 
who, when measured by their 
accomplishments, must be ac­ 
knowledged as giants. 
Tireless worker on behalf of 
nature preservation? Verna 
Dunshee was truly that and 
more. 
She 
was 
perpetual 
motion on behalf of her beloved 
projects. 
FOR DECADES she rarely 
missed a meeting of the county 
board of supervisors or the 
state park commission. For her 
to rise and address the supervi­ 
sors or the park commissioners 
was as rare as for her to miss a 
meeting. 
How, then, could she be so 
effective? 
For one thing, nothing she 
ever asked for could be simply 
forgotten. It could not be re­ 
ferred to committee and al­ 
lowed to die there. It could not 
be taken under submission and 
thereafter ignored. There was 
no way supervisors or park 
commissioners could ever put a 
conservation proposal out of 
mind. Verna Dunshee was al­ 
ways there as a quiet, smiling 
reminder that the matter still 
had to be dealt with. 
Through her presence at 
meetings she came to know 
each and every supervisor and 
park commissioner as an indi­ 
vidual. She often arrived ahead 
of time and chatted with indi­ 
viduals. Just as frequently she 
remained after adjournment 
and chatted with any and all 
who lingered. 
Knowing each person as an 
individual, she became genu­ 
inely concerned with the per­ 
sonal problems of each — 
health, family, joys and sor­ 
rows. 
And in these most pleasant, 
friendly, personal chats, she 
never failed to mention what 
was on her mind in connection 
with her conservation work. It 
was always pretty much the 
same: a certain piece of prop­ 
erty which simply must be 
preserved for prosperity was at 
that moment available and if 
not acquired in public owner­ 
ship would certainly be lost to 
private development. 
Mount Tamalpais and Samu­ 
el P. Taylor state parks, along 
with Muir Woods National Mon­ 
ument, are each at least twice 
as large as they would be had it 
not been for the quiet persist­ 
ence of Verna Dunshee. She 
knew the prevailing laws, regu­ 
lations and red tape require­ 
ments. She knew what public 
and private funds could be 
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available. Her informal, per­ 
sonal chats with supervisors 
and park commissioners served 
to inform-them of points they 
otherwise might not be aware 
of. 
In contemporary idiom, “ She 
made it happen.’’ Our state 
parks came into being and 
thereafter continued to grow' 
ever larger. 


YOU CANNOT reflect on the 
life and accomplishments of 
this remarkable woman with­ 
out thinking of women’s lib. 
She was a devoted wife, 
mother and homemaker. She 
did serve as vice president of 
the Marin Conservation League 
for many years, but you would 
never know it from attending 
one of the annual meetings or 
from anything she would ever 
say about herself. She was 
shrinking, self-effacing, and 
grateful for even the smallest 
bit of encouragement toward 
her goals. She had all the 
manners of a lady. 
She never held a public of­ 
fice. She never was in a posi­ 
tion of “ power.” She made no 
claim to represent or speak for 
large numbers. She would nev­ 
er think of stooping to political 
threats against a public office 
holder. She would strongly dis­ 
approve of shouting, demon­ 
strating or disrupting. She 
would view such action as 
abhorrent. 
In short, she was the antithe­ 
sis of today’s woman's libber. 
But she got the big job done. 
She unquestionably accom­ 
plished more, exerted more in­ 
fluence and leaves more evi­ 
dence of her work behind than 
will any of today’s loudmouth 
women's liberation advocates. 


YOU CAN’T FIG H T City 
Hall! 
Mrs. Dunshee would certain­ 
ly agree. She would never fight 
against City Hall. She would 
merely explain her problem 
politely and persistently enough 
so that City Hall finally would 
come to see her point of view. 
Then she would simply sit there 
long enough to make sure they 
couldn’t forget to take action. It 
might take five or 10 years, but 
in the end, they did what she 
proposed. 
She was a human wonder to 
match the natural wonders she 
loved o deeply. 
Those who knew her and 
watched her work will never, 
never be able to set foot in the 
Point Reyes Seashore, 
Muir 
Woods, or in any of the five 
state parks in Marin without 
feeling the presence of Verna 
Dunshee. 
Politicians sought and re­ 
ceived accolades for getting 
Point Reyes Seashore enabling 
legislation through Congress. It 
was appropriate that their ef­ 
forts be recognized. 
If you try to track back to see 
who it was that originated the 
imaginative idea of preserving 
all of the Point Reyes Peninsu­ 
la in public ownership — who 
first “ put the bug in the ear” of 
national park officials — your 
tracing will lead to Verna Dun­ 
shee. 
Those who know’ the inside 
story know that Point Reyes 
National Seashore was Mrs. 
Dunshee’s masterpiece. 
Our national seashore and 
our five state parks are in truth 
her headstones, her real memo­ 
rials. 
Somewhere in one of them 
there should be a plaque or 
monument to let future genera­ 
tions know what they owe to 
this remarkable woman as they 
enjoy nature’s wonders, pre­ 
served through her efforts.

WASHINGTON — Two months ago 
Richard Nixon was inaugurated for the 
second time as the 37th President of the 
United States. After a near-record land­ 
slide, this was the crown of perhaps the 
most remarkable comeback in American 
political history. Everything looked rosy, 
with the President himself predicting for 
1973 one of the best years of our lives. 
The transformation occurring in these 
two months is the difference between day 
and night. With the second devaluation of 
the dollar and the swift drop in the stock 
market, the economic picture looks far 
from bright. Inflation is pushing prices 
for almost every item in the household 
budget so high that consumers are in 
open revolt. 


MOST DEADLY OF ALL is the Water­ 
gate scandal. The latest revelation by 
James W. McCord Jr., one of the convict­ 
ed defendants in the bugging case, indi­ 
cates that far more individuals were 
involved and that every effort was made 
from close to the top to put the lid on this 
odorous mess. 
Everything the Washington Post re­ 
ported, as coming from anonymous 
sources, seems about to be proved out. 
Repeated denials by the White House and 
denunciation of the newspaper have been 
shown to be futile in the attempt to hush 
up the whole matter. The trial of the 
seven, as forthright Judge John J. Strica 
said at the close, was a farce. 
The scandals of the Harding adminis­ 
tration were crude money scandals. War­ 
ren Harding himself was a bumbling 
incompetent who had insisted before his 
nomination that he was unsuited for the 
presidency. Proved tragically correct, he 
died before the men he had chosen for his 
cabinet were unmasked as bribe-takers 
and betrayers of his trust. 
In the Truman administration the gift 
of several food freezers to one of the 
President’s aides was blown up into a 
national issue. Under President Eisen­ 
hower poor Sherman Adams was driven 
out of office because he was found to 
have accepted a vicuna coat and a rug 
from an acquaintance with a petition for 
help from the government. 


EVEN THE HARDING scandals were 
minor compared to what is coming to 
light today. They were examples of 


simple greed. The Watergate scandal and 
the reported scheme to sabotage Demo­ 
cratic candidates in their primaries were 
aimed at subverting the political process 
itself. 
Directly related are the shenanigans in 
gathering in the $47 million for the 
campaign to re-elect the President. Mere­ 
ly on newspaper reports, the law appears, 
to have been repeatedly violated. Ii 
prosecutions do not follow, the Depart­ 
ment of Justice may be considered part 
of the conspiracy of silence. 
Of the Republican presidents of this 
century, no two could be more unlike 
than Warren Harding and Richard Nixon. 
Harding’s private weaknesses — women, 
whiskey and poker — contributed to his 
public downfall, as in his amiable way he 
surrounded himself with dubious friends 
whose standards were lower than his 
own. 


MR. NIXON is the soul of probity. In 
his own private life and that of the 
members of his family he sought to set 
an example to the country of propriety — 
a counter to the lowering of standards in 
so many departments. This surely con­ 
tributed to the landslide. 
But for all his personal righteousness, 
the time has long passed when it is 
enough merely to deny that the White 
House is in any way involved in the 
Watergate scandal. Stretching the cloak 
of executive privilege to cover not only 
present but past members of the Presi­ 
dent’s staff serves merely to feed the 
suspicion that something really rotten is 
at the heart of the whole wretched 
business. Nothing short of a complete and 
documented disclosure, with the Presi­ 
dent’s imprimatur, will suffice. 
It was all so needless. As the President 
said in his interview with the Washington 
Star-News, the election was decided the 
day the Democrats nominated Sen. 
George McGovern. Why, then, the amass­ 
ing of such vast sums of mohey by sly 
and highly questionable means? Why the 
folly of the Watergate and the vicious 
effort to undermine the Democratic pri­ 
maries? Until responsible answers are 
forthcoming, public suspicion is certain 
to grow.

The anger of the decent, hard­ 
working Italians should be directed 
against the Mafia and not the people who 
write about them. 


THE SOLUTION to the problem, as I 
see it, is that the Mafia has to open its 
membership to other ethnic groups, re­ 
gardless of sex, creed, religion or color. 


For as long as the Mafia has been 
operating in the United States, it has 
been lily-white and open only to males of 
Italian extraction. This not only is un-

BUT NEVER ON SUNDA Y 
Pastor Is A Policeman

GALVESTON, Tex. (UPD - 
Five days a week, rookie po­ 
liceman Charles Monty Willis 
puts on his blue uniform and 
silver badge, straps his .38 cali­ 
ber police special to his side 
and patrols Galveston’s high 
crime district. But never on 
Sunday. 
On the seventh day, Willis 
dons a different uniform —a 
conservative business suit—and 
mounts the pulpit of the First. 
Church of the Nazarene to ad­ 
dress his congregation. 
Willis, 26, is both an ordained 
Nazarene minister and a com­ 
missioned officer in the Galves­ 
ton Police Department. 
The idea to become a police­ 
man evolved more than three 
years ago while Willis rode with 
patrolmen as the police chap­ 
lain. He entered the Police 
Academy last May and became 
an active force member July 1. 
“From the first I think I fit 
right into being a policeman,” 
Willis said. “ When I was the 
chaplain, I rode in the cars and 
saw every kind of crime there 
was.” 
When Willis first hit the 
streets as a patrolman, Police 
Chief Glenn Stanford said he 
would be like any other officer, 
with no special consideration 
given to his status as a minis­ 
ter. 
“I’ve worked pretty regularly 
in the high crime district and 
its been real good,” Willis said. 
“ I like to be active and answer 
calls. I’ve made a lot of arrests 
and come close to leading the 
department in arrests.” 
Like any policeman, Willis 
has had to draw his gun on 
occasion although he has fired 
it only on the police range. But 
he wouldn’t hesitate to shoot if 
the situation called for it, he 
said. 
“ My number one thought is to 
take care of my life,” Willis 
said. “ I don’t think many peo­ 
ple like the thought of going to 
jail, whether it’s at the hands of 
a policeman or minister or 
whatever. If the time comes 
when it is necessary to use a 
weapon, I'll do it. 
"I have two children and a 
good wife and I plan to go home 
every night. I’m just a human 
being. I try to treat people as I 
would like to be treated, but I 
don’t let my feelings as a minis­ 
ter override my desire to take 
care of myself.” 


Willis also said he has a 
responsibility to other police­ 
men who depend on him in tight 
situations. 
Willis enjoys both jobs but 
admits he has trouble finding 
time for both. 
“There is definitely a difficul­ 
ty finding tim e,” he said. “ I’m 
sure I don’t get everything done 
but so far I have been able to 
do both jobs. I think my congre­ 
gation and family don’t mind 
and I haven’t heard any com­ 
plaints.” 
Before Willis joined the force, 
he told his congregation of his 
plans.

I just figure everybody 
has his time and if it comes I 
have to accept it.” 


Mrs. Willis and her husband, 
a man of medium height with 
brown eyes and brown hair, is 
dedicated and immovable when 
he believes he is right. 


“He is dedicated to every­ 
thing—his church, his family— 
to everything,” M rs. Willis 
said. “ He doesn’t let anyone 
sway him if he thinks he is 
right, concerning the law, mo­ 
rality or whatever.” 
She said her husband often 
uses experiences from his beat 
in his sermons. 
‘ When he talks about sin and 
what he has seen of alcoholics 
and prostitutes, the congrega­ 
tion listens," she said. “They 
know he isn’t talking about 
something from a book, he is 
talking about what he has seen. 
And because of his religious 
convictions, he is able to tie it 
all together.” 


Willis said many people ask 
him if there is a conflict be­ 
tween the roles of minister and 
policeman in society. 
“ I really don’t see any con­ 
flict,” he said. “ When I started 
as a policeman I was impressed 
with the amount of education 
necessary to be on the force. 
Today’s requirements are stiff- 
er and more is expected of 
policemen today. 


“ I hope I can keep-doing 
both.” I do everything I can to 
keep myself clean as a minis­ 
ter. I want to be the best 
minister I can and the 
best policeman I can.**

Is a determination to act lov­ 
ingly toward others all the mor­ 
al code a person needs? 


Many contemporary theolo­ 
gians would answer Yes. They 
subscribe to what Episcopalian 
Joseph Fletcher calls "situation 
ethics.” Its essential principle 
is that Christian behavior con­ 
sists not of obeying rules, but 
rather of being guided by love 
in the particular circumstances 
of a concrete situation. 
This view has gained such 
wide adherence in recent years 
it now amounts almost to the 
conventional widsom of our 
time. 
It is sharply challenged by 
Stanley Hauerwas, a professor 
of theology at Notre Dame Uni­ 
versity, in the current issue of 
Cross Currents, one of Ameri­ 
ca’s most distinguished quart­ 
erly 
review s 
of 
C hristian 
thought. 
Hauerwas argues that loving 
others —while clearly a pri­ 
mary Christian duty to which 
Jesus gave very great emphas­ 
is —is not by itself a sufficient 
guide to moral behavior. 
One weakness of a simplistic 
“ love ethic,” he says, is that it 
tends to assume that all moral 
problems can -be reduced to 
questions of being kind in inter­ 
personal relationships. 
Actually, our ethical dilem­ 
m as frequently “ involve more 
than person to person interac­ 
tion,” he says.

“ We exist as social creatures, 
and as such we confront social 
problems that require not love 
but justice. For example, the 
emergence of black power is 
the result of the black m an’s 
perception that he no longer 
wanted to be loved by the 
white. What he wanted was 
justice —that is, he wanted 
power to protect his own inter­ 
est in a way that did »iof “* 
continue to depend on the good 
will of whites.” 


Even in purely personal rela­ 
tionships, Hauerwas says, the 
real ethical question often is not 
whether to hurt someone else, 
but rather who is to get hurt in 
a situation where some hurt is 
unavoidable. In many circum­ 
stances, “even good will cannot 
act without hurting.” Refusing 
to face this reality can reduce a 
“love ethic” to mere sentimen­ 
tality. 


Realistic, genuine love “ may 
require us to do what appears 
unloving” in some situations. It 
may call not only for a willing­ 
ness to suffer personally, but, 
more difficult, “to let others 
suffer” in order to do the right 
thing. 


For example, he asks, “ what 
is the loving thing to do for a 
young man with a new family 
who is hospitalized with incura­ 
ble cancer?” 


“ His family thinks the loving 
thing is not to tell him he is 
dying to preserve the happiness 
that is possible in the time left 
him.” But such a conspiracy of 
silence will “ cheat this young 
man of the agony of learning to 
die well.”

Moreover, Hauerwas points 
out, keeping bad news from the 
person principally affected may 
be motivated not only by com­ 
passion for him, but also by a 
selfish desire to spare ourselves 
the emotional trauma of shar­ 
ing his suffering as he awaits 
death. 
“ What we must face is that 
love is not the saving of others 
from suffering, but the willing­ 
ness to continue to love them in 
their suffering, and patiently 
hold the pain and guilt that 
such love cannot help but bring. 
If we are willing to do that, we 
might begin to understand ethi­ 
cally why Christ came ... to die 
and be raised, that the world 
and we might live free from the 
fear of reality.”

To Meat Prices— Eat Oil

Science fiction writer Arthur. 
C. Clarke, inventory of the com­ 
munications satellite, cam e 
down to earth last night at the 
College of Marin and offered a 
futurist’s solution to high meat 
prices. 
Eat oil. 
Microbiological 
engineering 
is the answer to the world’s 
food problems, said Clarke. The 
world’s first large-scale factory 
to use such a process is already 
turning oil into protein in 
France, he added, and the Jap ­ 
anese are planning million-ton 
planfs. 
“ Three per cent of the 
world’s oil production could 
feed the entire human race. We 
could make steaks for 15 cents 
a pound. Isn’t it time we 
stopped burning oil and eating 
it?” he asked an audience of 
close to 2,000 in the college 
gymnasium. 
Explaining that similar mi­ 
crobiological processes have 
been used for centuries to make 
wine and cheese, Clarke whose 
appearance marked the open­ 
ing of a two-day “ Future Fare” 
at the College, added: “ We’ve 
got to face the fact that natural 
meat production is so hopeless­ 
ly unproductive it will be pro­ 
hibited in the next century.” 
It takes 10 pounds of fodder to 
make one pound of meat, on the 
hoof, he said, and by the time 
the meat arrives on the table 
the ratio is so ridiculously inef­ 
ficient “ it’s not worthy of com­ 
ment.” 
C lark e, who co-authored 
“ 2001: A Space Odyssey” and

ARTHUR C. CLARKE 
Solution to food problems 


has written more than 50 books, 
confessed he likes meat and 
views the prospect of processed 
protein with dismay. 
“ But we can’t continue to use 
good agricultural land on ani­ 
mals. Perhaps we can continue 
meat production on marginal 
land for new animals like ante­ 
lope, with the swampy land for 
hippos. And eat seal.” 
He also suggested whale 
ranching — “ a cow producing 
half a ton of milk a day is an 
interesting economic proposi­ 
tion” — but questioned the eth­ 
ics of slaughtering an animal 
with a brain larger than man’s. 
Clarke, an Englishman who 
now lives in South Ceylon, 
painted a picture of what he 
thinks life will be like by the 
year 2001. (He warned, howev­ 
er, that if contact with extra 
terrestrial intelligence is made, 
or if thinking machines emerge, 
“ all bets are off ” ) 
We will live in autonomous 
self-contained homes construct­ 
ed of light, space age materi­ 
als. Using technology developed 
in the closed-ecology recylcing 
system of space capsules, 
homes won’t need sewage, wa­ 
ter or utility pipes so they can 
be moved by helicopter. 
And he told of plans by his 
friend Buckminster Fuller to 
put one of his geodesic domes 
right over New York City, and 
theorizes that the hot air gener­ 
ated by the metropolis will 
cause the entire dome to rise 
. . . ” so you’ll have New York 
floating south to Florida for the 
winter. . . ” 
All the food a family of the 
future needs will be delivered 
in a 100-pound package once a 
month. C larke pred icted . 
“ Eighty per cent of food is 
water — all you’ll do is recon­ 
stitute the food with water and 
there it is, perfectly cooked in 
ten minutes.” 
Some innovations will come 
much sooner than 2001, said 
Clarke. In a decade, he predict­ 
ed, American homes will have 
a central communications con­ 
sole, with a television camera, 
screen, microphone, keyboard 
and speaker. 


The communications console 
will eliminate most of the com­ 
munications of the 1970s, he 
said. 
“ It’ll be the end of the paper 
newspaper . . . just dial .the 
local newspaper service, or any 
newspaper in the world, there it 
is thrown up on the screen. 
Telephones will be obsolete. Ev­ 
ery book that’s ever been writ­ 
ten will be in your room be­ 
cause 
the 
device 
will 
be 
plugged into the global elec­ 
tronic library,” said Clarke. 
“ All the taiowledge of the 
world will be available when 
you dial the correct . . . num­ 
ber.” 
Clarke, who first conceived 
the idea of the communications 
satellite in the 1940s, said the 
world is on the verge of the 
greatest communications explo­ 
sion ever, and attributed it to 
the satellites and to the devel­ 
opment of solid state physics. 
And he suggested that planet- 
wide com m unications will 
mean the demise of most lan­ 
guages. “ I suspect in fifty 
years’ time there will be three 
basic human languages — Man­ 
darin, Russian and English. 
Later just one global language, 
but I don’t know which one.” 
He made no attempt to sug­ 
gest everything will be rosy. 
“ Ninety per cent of the things 
anyone does will be able to be 
done without leaving home. It’ll 
mean the end of a commuting 
society and solve traffic prob­ 
lems. Cities will be obsolete. 
But if you eliminate 90 per cent 
of human activities, our de­ 
scendants face a life of utter 
boredom.” 
“ We’re really aiming for full 
unemployment. Already there’s 
no place for manual laborers. 
Tomorrow there will be no 
place for clerical or executive 
skills. Soon there will be no 
place for college graduates.” 
“ The greatest industry of the 
future will be education,” he 
said. The second greatest will 
be entertainment. And I think 
the two should be synony 
mous.” 
“ If I had to sum up the 
greatest problem of the future 
in one sentence it would be: 
“ Riasing the school leaving age 
to 120.”

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Behr Sees Confusion On 
Social Programs Funding 


“ A basket of snakes” was the 
description used yesterday by 
Sen. Peter II. Behr. R-San Ra­ 
fael, for uncertainties surround­ 
ing federal funding of various 
social programs. 


In addition to confusion in 
Washington. Behr said that 
there is no plan at the state 
level for “ how we are going to 
share the funds we don't know 
the amount of ” 


He spoke at the first meeting 
of the Marin Agencies Council, 
a group being formed to include 


representatives of all county 
agencies, both public and pri­ 
vate, which deal with health, 
welfare, recreation and social 
planning. 
Behr offered little encourage­ 
ment to the representatives 
that cutbacks in various social 
programs would not be made 
by the Nixon administration. 
He suggested, however, that the 
agency representatives have an 
“ opportunity to go to work” to 
make their desires known in 
Washington since no firm plans 
exists now 


Thousands Facing 
Mississippi Flooding 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (UPI) - 
Hundreds of persons from Illi­ 
nois to the Gulf of Mexico may 
have to flee their homes today, 
as the rain-swollen Mississippi 
River and its tributaries contin­ 
ued to flood low-lying areas. 
Late Friday, however, the 
situation was reported under 
control in the hardest hit areas, 
including Mississippi, where 
more flash flood warnings had 
been issued. 
Red Cross officials here said 
that volunteers and staff mem­ 
bers were ready to shelter and 
feed “ hundreds of families” 
who may be forced out of their 
homes between Ballard County, 
Ky„ and Vicksburg, Miss. 
Montz, La., 25 miles up the 
Mississippi from New Orleans, 
once 800 feet from the river, 
had to be abandoned Friday 
after water began lapping at 
the foot of the levee that pro­ 
tected the hamlet of 30 families. 
Private levees gave way 
around the 58.000-acre Louis­ 
iana Delta Plantation in hard- 
hit Catahoula Parish in central 
Louisiana Friday, and that land 
was added to the 210,000 acres 
of farmland in the parish that 
has been under water for more 
than a week. 
Some 105 families—about 525 
people—fled their homes in Ca­ 


tahoula earlier this week, and 
an undetermined number more 
left Friday as the National 
Guard was called back in to 
help with evacuations. 
Heavy rains across the na­ 
tion’s mid section the last few 
weeks had already caused the 
inundation of 350,000 acres of 
rich farmland in Kentucky, 
Missouri, Tennessee and Mis­ 
sissippi. 
Red Cross spokesman Pat 
Guibao in Memphis said a 
grade school in Finley. Tenn., 
was ready to shelter 200 per­ 
sons who could be forced out by 
high waters, and space for 200 
was also available at Vicks­ 
burg. Miss. 
Guibao said 80 refugees from 
previous flooding in Mississippi 
already were in public facilities 
at Greenwood and 82 at Holly 
Buff. 
Rain continued to fall across 
much of Mississippi Friday, but 
most officials reported the situ­ 
ation under control. Earlier of­ 
ficials had said more heavy 
rains for the state could be 
“ catastrophic.” 
Levees in flood-weary 
LeFlore County were reported 
to be holding, despite the hard 
rain. At Vicksburg, lowland 
flooding was described as “ seri­ 
ous but not critical.” 


He credited public pressure 
with delaying federal cutbacks 
for child care centers at least 
until July. 
Steven Shefler, Northern Cali­ 
fornia field representative for 
Sen. Alan Cranston. D-Calif., 
told the group, meeting at the 
Marin Civic Center, that “ lucki­ 
ly California has a surplus” and 
may be able to finance some 
programs at the state level. 
Shefler described a shift in 
emphasis at the federal level 
for spending on social pro­ 
grams. He said that the Nixon 
administration intends to bring 
all drug abuse programs “ un­ 
der one cover,” including treat­ 
ment. prevention and policing. 
There will be cutbacks in 
mental health spending, espe­ 
cially in training programs, 
Shefler said, but the “ type of 
work” now done by Planned 
Parenthood “ may well receive 
sizeable support” under the 
Family Assistance Planning 
Bill 
Arnold M. Baptiste, chairman 
of the Marin Board of Supervi­ 
sors, said that if it is difficult to 
ascertain at the federal or state 
level the funding situation, “ it 
is even harder to see what is 
going on at the local level.” 
Baptiste said “ we are going 
on the assumption that we will 
have more control locally” over 
spending and said there is a 
“ desperate need for more coor­ 
dination in social services” in 
the countv. 


Campaign Launched In 
Fighting Venereal Disease 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - With 
such matchbook slogans as 
“ Let’s get V.D.” , Gov. Ronald 
Reagan and his advisers have 
launched a venereal disease 
awareness campaign for the 
month of April. 


The slogan, in bold letters on 
brightly colored matchbooks, 
was only one part of the many 
faceted effort to grab the pub­ 
lic’s attention and focus it on 
California’s No. 1 communica­ 
ble disease. 


In a statement issued Friday 
by the Venereal Disease Advis­ 
ory' Council, Reagan urged all 
Californians “ to become more 
informed about the dangers of 
V.D. and the programs which 
are aimed at preventing its 
spread.” 
The governor and his advis­ 
ers listed informatin to be used 
in the awareness campaign:

eal disease control programs 
under the Health and Welfare 
Agency’s Office of Special Serv­ 
ices.

There will be others by 
different groups, each telling 
V.D. victims where to go for 
help. Spot radio announcements 
are also planned.

Reagan stated, “ be arrested 
through public education and 
proper prevention and treat­ 
ment.”

New Round 
Of Fighting 
In S. Vietnam 


SAIGON (UPI) — More post­ 
truce fighting was reported in 
South Vietnam yesterday and 
U.S. warplanes struck for the 
23rd consecutive day in Cam­ 
bodia. Hanoi said now that U.S. 
troops arc out of South Viet­ 
nam, President Nguyen Van 
Thieu’s regime is finished. 


The Saigon command said 
Communist gunners launched a 
heavy artillery barrage on a 
600-man government ranger 
base 50 miles north of Saigon 
that killed one trooper and 
wounded 25 others. 


The shelling of the Tong Le 
Chan base yesterday occurred 
on the first anniversary of the 
opening of the North Vietnam­ 
ese spring offensive of 1972 — 
the last major Communist cam­ 
paign of the war. 


Radio Hanoi, in a broadcast 
monitored in Saigon, said the 
United States completed the 
withdrawal of its last troops 
from South Vietnam Thursday 
and said American servicemen 
“ will not come back so easily. 
Nobody will be able to save 
them (the Thieu administration) 
now.” 


Thieu leaves today on a 
globe-eircling tour that takes 
him first to the United States 
for a discussion w'ith President 
Nixon on South Vietnam’s fu­ 
ture. Throughout his tour, 
Thieu is expected to seek finan­ 
cial and political support for his 
post-war government.

He's The 
Chairman 
O f The 
Board—

As head of the nation’s sev­ 
enth largest insurance compa­ 
ny, Louis W. Niggeman of Ross 
is used to unfavorable public 
feelings about his profession. 
He'll even concede that feel­ 
ings run to hostility. 
“ We haven’t been able to 
convince people that we in ef­ 
fect back the credit system for 
most of the world,” he said in 
his huge San Francisco office at 
Firem en’s Fund American In­ 
surance Companies. 
“Society says that if you have 
injured someone you are re­ 
sponsible for your negligence. 
The average individual can’t 
carry that exposure on his own 
account, so he looks to an 
insurer to do it.” 


PEOPLE NOT only misun­ 
derstand insurance, he said, but 
after paying for it, resent end­ 
ing up with only a piece of 
paper which promises to do 
something if something hap­ 
pens. 
“ We promise to pay, but you 
can’t see it. It only comes into 
play at a time of adversity, so 
it isn’t a popular product. When 
everything is good, when you 
are driving along a freeway 
and don’t hit anybody, the in­ 
surance doesn’t seem to do any 
good.” 
What the public buys with 
insurance, however, is “peace 
of mind for the exposure,” he 
said. “ Even though there isn’t a 
loss, we still have had the 
exposure because there could 
have been a loss.” 
Perhaps the biggest reason 
for public hostility, he suggest­ 
ed, was that roughly half of all 
people in auto accidents get no 
insurance payments to cover 
their injuries or loss of income. 


COMBINED WITH the sky­ 
rocketing cost of auto insur­ 
ance, the result, he said, is 
widespread disaffection toward 
insurers — and the rising pros­ 
pect the government may take 
over the business of insuring 
drivers. 
No-fault insurance is the an­ 
swer to the dilemma, Nigge­ 
man said. Under it, negligence 
is disregarded in most acci­ 
dents and everyone gets com­ 
pensated for injuries and loss of 
income. The present system 
would remain in use only for 
severe injuries. 
Niggeman noted that his com­ 
pany was among the first to 
support no-fault insurance. A 
bill adopting the system in Cali­ 
fornia died last year in the 
state Legislature, primarily be­ 
cause of opposition from attor­ 
neys handling auto injury cas­ 
es. N iggem an predicted its 
chance was better this session 
in Sacramento because public 
pressure for its adoption has 
increased. 


HE SAID HE preferred state- 
by-state no fault insurance to 


allow experimentation with var­ 
iations of the new system. To 
start with federal no-fault in­ 
surance >vould foreclose a 
chance tft i r c which variation 
works best, th said. 
If “no-fault” failed, Nigge­ 
man cautioned, “the alternative 
is always government. But if 
you are on your toes, do your 
job, and believe that you can 
outperform government, then 
there is nothing to worry 
about.” 
Niggeman’s devotion to his 
profession goes back to 1935, 
when as “ a product of the 
Depression” he dropped out of 
college at age 19 and went to 
work as an office boy for an 
insurer in his native New York 
City. “ I had to eat,’’ he said of 
his choice of profession. 
“ There 
was 
no 
looking 
around for training programs. 
Everybody started the same 
way, no m atter what your back­ 
ground. And you started at the 
mail desk. 


“WE’D DELIVER all of our 
downtown New York mail. 
Stamps were two cents, but it 
was cheaper to have someone 
run around. By running around 
downtown New York delivering 
envelopes you learned where all 
the clients and underwriters 
were, and you learned the 
streets. 
“ You did that about a year, 
then you were moved up into a 
department where there was an 
opening.” That was how he got 
into the business and became 
an expert in marine insurance. 
It was only a few years to 
1942, when at age 26 he was 
ordered to Washington as chief 
underwriter for the W'artime 
Insurance Division of the Wary 
Shipping Administration. 
The division insured ships, 


cargoes and crews. It was, he 
said, “the largest steamship 
company the world ever put 
together; the whole support fa­ 
cility of the American military* 
effort and all of the economic 
products coming in.” 


NIGGEMAN WAS only 26, 
but so few new persons had 
been hired by insurance compa­ 
nies during the Depression that 
there was no middle generation 
to go to Washington. He and a 
handful of marine underwri­ 
ters, were the only ones with 
“ basic training” who took the 
war-time jobs. Senior men were 
too laden with responsibilities 
to leave for Washington. 
“ I was told I had to go — 
simple as that. Two days later I 
was on my way. It wasn’t the 
military draft, but it was the 
same thing.” 
A later attempt to get a 
release to go into the Navy was 
rejected. 


B Y THE END of the war, he 
was director of wartime insur­ 
ance and closed up the shop 
with a six million dollar profit 
for Uncle Sam. 
Niggeman then joined Fire­ 
m en’s Fund in New York. 
Working his way up the corpo­ 
rate chain, he moved west to 
world wide headquarters in 
1953, settling in Marin. He was 
elected president in 1967, chief 
executive officer in 1971 and 
chairm an of the board last 
year. 
He also heads the company’s 
operations in some 100 other 


nations and is a vice president 
of of American Express, the 
corporate parent of Firem en’s 
Fund. 
Firemen’s Fund, Niggeman 
noted proudly, has doubled its 
business since 1963, and figures 
it will again by 1980. One result 
is headquarters has run out of 
space. 


THE SOLUTION was to move 
the computer operations to Ma­ 
rin. and a new plant is being 
built on Highway 101 at Lucas 
Valley. It will have about 700 
employees when it opens late 
next year, and about 1,000 by 
1978. 
He added that Marin was 
chosen for the new facility be­ 
cause of its easy access from 
San Francisco, not because he 
lives here. 
In all, the company has 10,500 
employees throughout the coun­ 
try plus 3,500 abroad. Prem ­ 
iums passed the billion dollar 
mark last year, leaving eight 
more years to hit the two billion 
mark. Niggeman noted prem­ 
iums were 60 million dollars 
when he joined the company. 
Of the shift to environmental­ 
ly sensitive Marin, he observed, 
“ We’re a relatively clean op­ 
eration. We shuffle a lot of 
papers, but we don’t bum them. 
About the only thing we do that 
might be criticized is put traffic 
on the highway, but in the 
reverse pattern.” 


AMONG A HOST of other 
positions, he is past chairman 
of the Greater San Francisco 


Chamber of Commerce, second 
vice president of the California 
Chamber of Commerce, past 
president of the International 
Hospitality Center of the Bay 
Area and treasurer of the Epis­ 
copal Diocese of California. 
He has been an avid skier 
since 1930, which goes back to 
pre-lift days when few Ameri­ 
cans ventured up the slopes. 
When he is home Saturdays, 
he hikes eight to 10 miles on 
Mount Tamalpais. He also cuts 
all his own firewood. 
His other hobby is travel, 
although he still hasn’t man­ 
aged to get to Asia. He said he 
has “a great desire to go Nepal 
and trek, and if I don’t hurry up 
I’m going to be too old.” 


NIGGEMAN AND his wife 
reared their daughter, Susan, 
and sons. Jon and Peter, in 
Sleepy Hollow. They moved lat­ 
er to Ross because “ the com­ 
mute was too much.” Susan is 
married and lives in Madrid, 
John is in the reinsurance busi­ 
ness in New York and Peter 
works in London in the interna­ 
tional insurance brokerage 
field. 


THIS CONCERN with the 
community has led him into 
Resource Exchange, a group of 
executives who meet at break­ 
fast monthly with young per­ 
sons active in community af­ 
fairs. 
They 
provide office 
furniture and fixtures, account­ 
ants who can set up books, 
attorneys to draw up organiza­ 
tion charters — resources, not 
just money. 
“ I don’t believe the American 
business will be any better than 
the community around it," he 
said, “and therefore we have 
an obligation to make the com­ 
munity around us better.”

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Quiltmaking — 
Is 
Good For The Soul' 


Joyce Gross Of Mill Valley Enjoys 
An Ancient And Useful Handicraft 


By DON KEOWN 
Quilting is enjoying a grand 
comeback because it is a conge­ 
nial and practical activity that 
appeals strongly to today’s nos­ 
talgic yearnings, believes Joyce 
Gross of Mill Valley, who is 
very much a part of that ren­ 
aissance. 
“ It is one of the few art forms 
that permits a woman to sit 
down and express herself crea­ 
tively, without the world accus­ 
ing her of wasting her time,” 
amplifies Mrs. Gross. 
And as for the nostalgia fac­ 
tor: “ I have yet to meet a 
person who doesn’t have fond 


memories of their mother, an 
aunt, grandmother, great aunt 
or a neighbor doing quilts.” 
Among family heirlooms, 
quilts remain one of the most 
treasured possessions, 


MRS. GROSS, a native Cali­ 
fornian, herself, remembers 
her grandmother doing the 
"piecing” for crazy pattern 
quilts in her Alameda home, 
then sending her work off to a 
church group in the Middle 
West, heartland of American 
quilting, for the actually stitch­ 
ing. 
“ The charge was $10 a quilt, 


and that was a lot of money in 
those days,” she adds. 
Those years, the 1930s, with 
money scarce and Americans 
forced to resort to handiwork 
and ingenuity to meet many of 
their needs, was also one of the 
periods in U.S. history when 
quiltmaking experienced an up­ 
surge in interest and activity. 
Quilting, however, goes much 
further back in history, and had 
a male origin. 


THE CRUSADERS, returning 
from the wars, brought back 
with them to Europe the tech­ 
nique of quilting which the Ar­ 


abs had used on silk to fashion 
garments under their armor for 
warmth and to prevent chaff­ 
ing. 
At one time quilted material 
had served as the armor itself. 
But as weapons grew harder 
and sharper and gained in ve­ 
locity, it was replaced first by 
leather, then by metal, and 
became the undercover. 
Back in Europe, in the 13th 
Century when the continent was

shivering under the impact of 
the Great Freeze, the women 
began taking the quilting from 
the backs of their men and 
putting it onto the beds in the 
form of bed quilts. 
FOR CENTURIES it was to 
provide man with warmth as he 
slept, enjoying periods of great 
popularity alternating with pe­ 
riods of relative neglect. 
Colonists brought quiltmaking

Continued from Page M I 
with them to America. With 
fabric at a premium, the prac­ 
tice was to use even the tiniest 
scraps and bits to form “crazy 
pattern” quilts, a colorful crea­ 
tion that has retained a popu­ 
larity today. 
Quilting enjoyed a high spot 
as an art form in the 1860s 
through the V ictorian age, 
when quilters often worked with 
more exotic materials such as 
satins, silks, velvets and rib­ 
bons, and sometimes painted on 
the velvet. 


OFTEN, A technique of tying, 
rather than the true quilting 
stitchery of joining the two 
layers of fabric, with filler in 
between, was used. But the 
general practice was to refer to 
the finished product as a quilt, 
regardless of the bonding meth­ 
od used. 
The term “ com forter” or 
“ comfort,” well earned, was 
commonly applied to the fin­ 
ished bed quilt. 
Mrs. Gross’ own interest in 
quilting began three years ago. 
“ I had always done a lot of 
sewing, needlework and design­ 
ing, but I had never tried quilt­ 
ing,” she says. 


AT THE TIME she was the 
proprietor of a boutique, “and 
working very hard. I, and three 
other women with the same 
problem , agreed we needed 
some king of a day-off activity 
that would provide relaxation, 
and yet more satisfaction than 
just sitting around. We hit upon 
quilting as our solution.” 
Joining Mrs. Gross in the 
quilting sessions were Sally 
Garoutte, Lou Norton and Ellen 
Binckley. 
And from those gatherings 
came the organization of the 
Mill Valley Quilting Authority, 
and an increasingly serious in­ 
terest in quilting. 
The Mill Valley Quilting Au­ 
thority consists of a half dozen 
or so devotees of quilting, loose­ 
ly organized, but extremely ac­ 
tive in the craft. 


FOR A FIRST project, the 
women collaborated on a bed 
quilt. Since then, each has gone 
her own way, fashioning the 
quilt creations she herself has 
chosen. That work, and quilting 
examples acquired elsewhere, 
are displayed and discussed at 
“ show, tell, and ask” meetings. 
The Mill Valley Quilting Au­ 
thority collaborated on a large 
show of antique and contempo­ 
rary quilts at the Mill Valley 
Recreation Center last October, 
preceded by six m onths of 
work, travel and study to ar­ 
range for the event. Quilts were 
brought from other areas for 
the display, “ most of them fam­ 
ily heirlooms — only one came 
from a museum.” 


And 2,300 people attended the 
show in its two days. 


A SECOND quilt show will be 
held this coming October at the 
same place. 
Two of the Mill Valley Quilt­ 
ing Authority members, Mrs. 
Gross and Marian Wilkie, have 
been teaching classes in quilt­ 
ing. 
The 
authority 
has 
also 
brought a series of experts to 
Marin for lectures and demon­ 
strations on quilting. 
And a quarterly Quilters’ Cal­ 
endar issued from 27 Oakdale, 
Mill Valley, subscription price 
$1.50 a year, has had an as­ 
tounding response, with 1,500 
subscribers now on the lists. 
“ We 
have 
been 
o v e r­ 
whelmed,” Mrs. Gross admits. 


“ We didn’t expect anything like 
this.” 


NEXT WEEKEND, Friday, 
S aturday and Sunday, Mrs. 
Gross will have another oppor­ 
tunity to spread the message of 
quilting and its satisfactions. 
She will participate in the 
third annual Stitchery Faire of 
the Planned Parenthood Auxil­ 
iary of Marin, to be held at the 
outdoor Art Club in Mill Valley, 
demonstrating quilting proce­ 
dures and also exhibiting some 
of her work. 
The Stitchery Faire, open 10 
a.m. to 4 p.m. on each of the 
three days, will also feature 
demonstrations and displays of 
needlepoint, crewelwork, cro­ 
cheting, embroidery, knitting, 
macrame, weaving and other 
'rafts. 


BOTH PROFESSIONALS and 
amateurs will participate, and 
a variety of handcrafted items, 
kits, books, etc., will be offered 
for sale. 
One highlight of the faire will 
be the display of the historic 
Douglass Quilt, designed by San 
Francisco architect Ben Irvin 
as a graphic portrayal of the 
life of civil rights pioneer Fred­ 
erick Douglass, and executed 
by the History Quilt Club of 
Marin City and Sausalito. The 
quilt will be on loan from the 
Howard Thurman Educational 
Trust in San Francisco. 
Luncheon will be available in 
the garden, weather permitting. 


MRS. GROSS says other Ma­ 
rin quilting enthusiasts will no 
doubt also be represented, “ and 
given the current interest, I 


wouldn’t be surprised if quilting 
turns out to be the feature of

this year’s event.” 
Since her own introduction to 
the craft and her participation 
in the first Mill Valley Quilting 
Authority cooperative quilting 
project, Mrs. Gross has been 
producing clothing, using the 
quilting technique, and also has 
made a number of baby quilts. 


Rather than the large quilting 
frame, she works with tin* help 
of a smaller hoop, bringing out 
the big square frame only for 
lecture and demonstration pur­ 
poses. 


“I AM A traditionalist in that 
I work with cotton,” she says. 
“ It is the easiest of the materi­ 
als to quilt, and the most dura­ 
ble. We don’t know how long 
the synthetics will hold up as 
quilts. And some of them can

be stiff and difficult to work 
with.” 
Nevertheless, she tells of a 
woman in Oregon who works 
regularly with a polyester-cot- 
ton blend “and turns out mar­ 
velous things.” , 
Some quiltmakers can work 
an eight or 10 hour day at the 
craft without undue stress and 
even with enjoyment, she says. 
Calluses on the fingers can be 
one indication of this kind of a 
dedication to quilting, although 
other long-hour quilters avoid 
this by wearing fingerguards, 
thimbles or band-aids. 


•ABOUT THREE hours at a 
time is my lim it,” Mrs. Gross 
admits. 
She and husband Edmond, a 
commercial artist, have a large 
nine room home at 1 Roosevelt 
Ave., Mill Valley, “and two of 
those rooms are devoted to 
quilting — literally filled with 
it.” 


Nevertheless, she says, her 
own keenest interest now lies, 
not so much in doing quilting, 
as in historical research on 
quilting and the collecting of 
quilting. 
I have done quite a bit of 
traveling in connection with 
that interest,” she says. 


TWICE SHE has made trips 
to Los Angeles to view collec 
tions. 
Most recently she re­ 
turned from the Midwest where 
she saw quilt collections at 
Thayer Museum at the Univer­ 
sity of Kansas in Lawrence, 
Kans., at the Chicago Art Insti­ 
tute, and at the Denver Art 
Museum. 


Too often, she finds, because 
they are difficult to display, 
these great quilt collections are 
kept in the backrooms of mu­ 
seums and rarely seen by the 
public. 


And everywhere she goes, she 


finds interest in quilting on the 
rise. 
“I am in regular contact with 
the woman who does the Quilt­ 
ing N ew sletter out of Colo­ 
rado,” Joyce Gross says, “and 
she tells me her subscription 
list has grown from 10,000 to 
25,000, just since October. ’ And 
the largest number of those 
subscribers reside here on the 
West Coast. 


V1EN FEEL the same nos­ 
talgic affection for quilts and 
quilting that women do, Mrs. 
Gross claims. 
' When I displayed one of my 
quilts in a Mill Valley shop, the 
proprietor said more men than 
women came inside for a closer 
look at it, and to ask about it,” 
.she says. 
And the 
very young have 
taken up quilting with enthusi­ 
asm, too. 
She tells of her meeting in 
Kansas with two young girls 


who were doing traditional 
quilting. ‘ They talked of how, 
by quilting twice a week, they 
had slowed the hectic pace of 
their lives considerably, and 
were getting more enjoyment 
from everything they did. And 
they were turning out some 
beautiful things.” 


IT HAS REALLY been fun, 
and you see some marvelous 
things,” Mrs. Gross says of her 
newfound interest. “It is such a 
congenial thing. Quilting can be 
practiced in a group. Or, at the 
same time, it can also be done 
in solitude. It can be either a 
social or a contemplative activ- 
it\ 
Either way, it’s good for 
the soul.” 


So if m some niche in your 
mind >ou hold fond memories 
of a warm comforter quilted by 
grandmother, or of some loved 
one now departed working 
calmly, lovingly by the fireside 
iq>oii a bod quilt, then you, too, 
are a likely recruit for the 
growing “army” of quilting en­ 
thusiasts. 


A good way to begin your 
enlistment, Mrs. Gross sug­ 
gests. is to attend next week­ 
end‘s Stitchery Faire in Mill 
Valley, and to see for yourself 
how it is done, and some of the 
creative things 
that can be 
produced by this old and honor­ 
ed craft that has served man­ 
kind so well.

The Australian Terrier is not 
one of the better known dog 
breeds in this country. 
But its popularity is on the 
ascendancy, and with good rea­ 
son, claim those fortunate 
enough to own one or more of 
the rugged and intelligent little 
terrie rs from the continent 
Down Under. 
Among those owners and pro­ 
ponents of the Australian Ter­ 
rier are two Marin women, 
Margaret Coder and Barbara 
Carle, who share an apartment 
in Larkspur, work together for 
an insurance company in San 
Francisco, and own jointly tu'o 
pedigreed Aussies.

popularity of the 
breed.

MISSES Coder and 
Carle also own a second Austra­ 
lian Terrier show dog, Regen­ 
cy’s Cy’s Bound for Glory, bet­ 
ter known as Peter or just plain 
Pete. 
Speedy

cause Miss Carle, for the first 
time, worked their own dog in 
the ring.

“ The Australian T errier was 
originally known as the Broken 
H aired T e rrie r.” she say s, 
“ and the breed originated in 
Australia. 


“DESPITE THE Australian 
origin, the Aussie has mueh ot 
the early British terriers in his 
background: the Skye (length of 
back, the neck ruff and the 
front coat apron that afforded 
hunting protection); the Dandie 
Dinmont, the soft-haired top 
knot (that 
protects the eyes 


when burrow ing); the C airn 
(erect ears); the Yorkshire, co­ 
loration in blues and tans); and 
the old Scotch T errier, w eather­ 
proof coat, and not to be con­ 
fused with today’s Scottish T er­ 
rier.” 
“ S im ila r ity b etw e e n th e 
sm all working terrier breeds is 
the result of m utual general 
ancestry, as well as the intro­ 
duction of distinct breeds dur­ 
ing the process of establishing 
each variety,” Mrs. McCulley 
explains. 
Still, for all his British roots, 
the Australian T errier is an 
Aussie, and thus qualifies as 


one of but two American Ken­ 
nel Club recognized te rrie r 
breeds who do not come from 
the British Isles. 


THE OTHER is the M iniature 
Sehnauzer, from Germ any. 
The Australian T errier devel­ 
oped Down Under to share the 
rugged life of the im m igrant, to 
guard his home and the gold 
mines, and to help control var­ 
mints.

and loyal enough to help heal 
the loneliness of people who 
were often living in remote 
points in solitude. He had to be 
good-looking enough for display 
in the household and in public. 


BARBARA CARLE remem­ 
bers reading an article about 
the Australian Terrier’s special 
role in the guarding of the gold 
mines. 
“ While he wasn't large or 
vicious enough to actually serve 
as the guard dog, what he did 
do wonderfully well was to 
serve as an alarm for the real 
guard dogs,’’ she relates. “ He 
has wonderfully acute hearing, 
so that he could immediately 
detect the approach of an in­ 
truder. His job, then, was to 
wake up and alert the real 
guard dogs.” 
The first Australian Terrier 
Club was formed in Australia in 
1887, narrates Jerre McCulley, 
and shortly thereafter the Aus­ 
sies were exported to Great 
Britain. They were granted a 
separate registry by the Kennel 
Club of England in 1933. 


THE BREED was introduced 
to America some 35 years ago. 
In 1957 it made its debut at the 
big Westminster show in the 
miscellaneous class. And in 
July, 1960, the Austra!:an Ter­ 
rier was officially recognized 
by the American Kennel Club, 
becoming the 114th breed to be 
entered in the AKC Stud Book, 
and the first addition to the 


Terrier Group in 24 years. 
“ The Aussie is not a glamor­ 
ous dog,” admits Mrs. McCul­ 
ley. “ His popularity, however, 
continues to grow, for he is 
small, rugged and smart. 
“ He is adaptable to all condi­ 
tions and climates, and is as 
happy in a city apartment as on 
a country estate. Each dog 
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possesses an individual, inter­ 
esting personality. He is built 
for speed and maneuverability, 
and can be a fine hunter as well 
as a responsive and protective 
companion. 


THE AUSSIE is loyal and 
affectionate, and is good for 
children of all ages.” 
Misses Coder and Carle also 
speak of the Aussie’s “ self- 
assured manner” that carries 
over into his carriage as well as 
his attitude. 
They say the affectionate 
Aussie will be close to a whole 
family, “ although he may be 
especially close to one mem­ 
ber.” And “ polite to outsiders, 
with a long memory for friends. 
He likes to be with people and 
with other dogs.” 


• THE AUSTRALIAN Terrier 
should be a house dog to realize 
its full personality potential,” 
they believe. “ If so, they will 
seldom wander. The females 
like to sit on your lap, the 
males usually sit nearby, when 
quiet.” 


And finally, “ they make good 
watchdogs with their extremely 
keen hearing, yet they are not 
yappy or snappish.” 
The Larkspur women offer 
this physical description of the 
breed: 
Size — About 10 inches at 
shoulder height, and slightly 
longer than they are tall; color 
— blue-black or silver-black, 
with tan markings, or sandy, or 
a clear red coat — outer coat­ 
ing is harsh and straight, about 
two and a half inches in length, 
while under coat is soft and 
short, with a gradual shedding; 
other characteristics — black 
nose, small and dark eyes with 
a keen expression, medium 
bone structure, and small, cat­ 
like feet. 


M ISSES CODER and Carle 
have put their two terriers 
through obedience training and 
enter them in obedience trials 
as well as conformation shows. 
“ Terriers are not noted for 
their performances in obedi­ 
ence competition,” Margaret 
Coder says, and smiles: “ Per- 
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haps they are too much the 
individualists.” 
“ Still, while our dogs haven’t 
done anything as yet in obedi­ 
ence trials, we feel that they 
have benefited from the train­ 
ing and experience, both at 
home and in the show ring,” 
she adds. 


AHEAD FDR Speedy Miss 
and Pete, and the Misses Coder 
and Carle, lies a busy season 
for dog shows, with the hope for 
additional successes and tro­ 
phies to go along side the big 
one captured in the San Fran­ 
cisco show. 
Margaret Coder, you can be 
sure, no longer looks upon dog 
shows as silly. She is very 
much in the grip of the enthusi­ 
asm that takes hold of every 
owner, once he or she sees her 
pedigreed pet performing in the 
show ring against the proudest 
canines of the area. 
And as for Australian Ter­ 
riers, Margaret Coder and Bar­ 
bara Carle are in complete 
agreement that “ we are going 
to stick with them. It has been 
said that Australian Terriers 
are a disease — once you have 
been exposed to them, you have 
the fever, and you are unlikely 
to forsake them for any other 
kind of dog.” 


SO FAR THE fever for Aus­ 
tralian Terriers is not too prev­ 
alent in Marin County, the 
women admit. 
“ We know of only about half 
a dozen in the county,” they 
say. “ Peg Gloe must have tak­ 
en half of Marin’s Australian 
Terrier population with her 
when she moved to New Mexi­ 
co. With her went seven of the 
Aussies.” 
But, the two women are con­ 
vinced, the time is near when 
more and more Marinites will 
learn the special virtues and 
merits of the Australian Terrier

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The Sandspit Was Named Limantour 


By JOHN D. YATES 
In February and March of 
each year Drakes Bay sparkles, 
the sky is clear, the winds are 
gentle, and the sands are 
washed by the high spring 
tides: a visit to the beaches at 
this tim e will guarantee to 
clear the eye and the lungs and 
uplift the most dejected spirit. 
In the summer and the fall 
the areas is often shrouded in a 
cold and very damp fog: but 
even then it can be a joyous 
escape place, and a happy re­ 
treat from the searing heat of 
other parts of the county and 
any place east of that. The 
beach in the fog does not spar­ 
kle but it is like another fasci­ 
nating world, mysterious and 
clammy. 
And all of this has not 
changed a bit since our swash­ 
buckling friend from Devon, Sir 
Francis Drake, beached his 
Golden Kinde here in 1579, and 
the unfortunate San Augustin 
ws wrecked here in 1595 


THE WEATHER has not 
changed — and amazingly nei­ 
ther has the view; and all of 
this within an easy commute 
distance of our famous metrop 
dis. The sweep of the Bay is 
the same view that Drake had 
(let’s hope for his sake that the 
fog did lift), the bordering 
cliffs, the hills and everything 
in sight. 
There is one change but it is 
a natural phenomenon and not 
man-made. Limantour Spit, 
that elegant finger of sand sep 
arating an arm of Drake s Es­ 
tero from the ocean, has been 
changed in configuration and 
length by the actions of the 
winds and tides, and the dam ­ 
ming of some of the branches of 
the Estero, over the last 150 
years. 
And two years ago the first 
half mile of the Spit was lined 
with weekend houses, bunga­ 
lows or what-have-you, plus an 
ugly line of utility wires But 
the U.S. Department of the 
Interior has now completed the 
purchase of the area and the 
owners of the bungalows have 
been paid a price by the federal 
government, and the enlight­ 
ened staff of the Point Reyes 
National Seashore have re ­ 
moved all the structures. 


THUS THE area has been 
allowed to revert back to na­ 
ture; even the little frontage 
road (so holey and ruinous to 
car springs in the old days) is

and it too is “reverting.” 
A piece of a suburban county 
coastline reverting to nature in 
the era of over build, develop 
ment and concrete — good 
heavens! How is this possible? 
It is possible because Uncle 
Sam has seen the light, and has 
been persuaded that our minds 
and bodies do not require hot­ 
dog stands and other garish 
concessions. (And there are no 
federal-type comfort stations; 
however it is only a thin budget 
that postpones that construc­ 
tion.) 
On Oct. 23, 1841, the bark 
Ayacucho set sail from Monte­ 
rey for the Bay of San Francis­ 
co. The vessel flew the tricolor 
of Mexico and her cargo was 
typical of a trading vessel of 
the day — a mixture of the 
necessities and luxuries of life 
from Europe to be traded for 
the hides and tallow of the 
Californios. 


THE “SUPERCARGO” (the 
officer in charge of the cargo 
and the commerical concerns of 
a merchant vessel) on board 


was a 28-year-old Frenchman. 
Jose Yves Limantour. The voy 
age would take two days, and 
by the 26th the captain realized 
he had overshot the entrance 
to the Bay. He therefore at­ 
tempted to turn south, but in 
putting the vessel about, he 
came too close to Point Reyes 
and ran directly onto the sand 
spit. 
Within a day or two it be­ 
came evident that the Ayacu­ 
cho was very firmly aground 
and was a total loss. 
Limantour had most of the 
cargo landed and then set off 
for San Francisco by land. He 
and his companions secured 
horses along the way, and were 
directed to the Saucelito adobe 
of Capt. Gullermo Antonio 
Richardson, the Englishman 
and Mexican citizen and cap­ 
tain of the Port of San Francis­ 
co. 
limantour did much more 
than give his name to a sand 
spit on which his vessel lay 
with a broken back. But we will

IN 1973 LIMANTOUR Spit 
has a lot of things going for it 
under the watchful eye of its 
federal caretaker. 
Three years ago a roadway 
was completed, but it was only 
linked up and put into operation 
last June. It leads off the road 
about a half-mile from the Bear 
Valley entrance and the Point 
Reyes National Seashore head­ 
quarters; through meadow- 
lands for a beginning, and then 
up Inverness Ridge, sweeping 
through lofty pines and steep 
grassy cuts in the hillside. 
You catch glimpses of the 
flatlands and a birds-eye view 
of Point Reyes Station as you 
climb, and there are moments 
when it seems you are on a 
major Sierra highway — the 
curves, the grade and the trees 
seem to match those of a gran­ 
der scale. The road fades at the 
top pf the crest into the county 
lane where it used to link up 
with Balboa Road which led up 
from the Inverness Road. 
YOU SOON take a steep dive 
down the other side of the ridge 
along a patched but otherwise 
substantial surface, into a val­ 
ley and up an equally steep 
grade the other side. You are 
now passing through typical 
coast type rolling scrub country 
from which you can see the 
curve and the sparkle of the 
Bay; and if you are lucky, and 
you kee your eyes peeled, you 
might be able to see some of 
Dr. Millard Ottinger’s famous 
fallow deer (there are about 350 
head). They were introduced 
into the area from San Francis­ 
co Zoo in 1947; the very white 
ones are not albinos but Euro­ 


pean fallow deer and they come 
in four colors — white, faded 
white, mottled (the commonest 
markings of the fallow deer), 
and light brown. In the low 
scrub they stand out for miles 
and silhouette dramatically on 
hill crests. 
There are also some 250 head 
of Axis deer from India and 
Ceylon, and they thrive just like 
the fallow deer. 
All exotics (or all animal and 
vegetable life not native to the 
area) do very well here — even 
better than the natives. Take 
the case, in the vegetable 
world, of the European Dune 
Grass which acts as an efficient 
and colorful groundcover on the 
sand banks on the spit and 
holds them together so that 
they can earn the name — 
Dunes. 


AT TIIE END of the narrow, 
undulating road or lane, near 
the east end of the spit, there 
are two spacious parking lots 
where on less-crowded days 
cottontail and jackrabbits 
abound; and from where you 
left the car a pathway leads 
over the dunes to the beach. 
The Spit is then to your right 
for the next three miles; and 
twice as long as it was in the 
1850s. 
On the land side is Limantour 
Estero, an arm of Drake’s Es­ 
tero, where egrets, herons, Wil­ 
letts, ducks and many other 
species pick strange things out 
of the mudflats. 
At the end of the spit on the 
Estero side, beneath the shelter 
of the last block of dunes, is a 
haven for harbor seals who 
bask and snooze luxuriously un­ 
der the watchful eye of the 
sentinels. They do not seem to 
care whether the sky is clear or 


overcast, but when they are not 
taking it easy you can see their 
heads bobbing in the Estero or 
in the entrance between the 
Spit and Drake’s Beach. 
There are sharks there too; 
and once in a while a swim­ 
ming deer that crosses the Es­ 
tero to graze in the dune grass 
on the Spit (there was a swim­ 
mer on our last visit.) 
ON THEOCEAN side there is 
always something going on and 
something to watch besides the 
frantic comings and goings of 
the sandpipers and little pe­ 
trels. 
One day we saw a beached 
porpoise — he seemed lively 
enough but would soon dehy­ 
drate seriously in the bright sun 
unless he was returned quickly 
to the water. Three strong boys 
with difficulty pulled him into 
the waves, but he came right 
back and beached himself 
again, and wagged his tail and 
looked up with beady eyes. 
After the third try we finally 
launched him and away he 
went, gamboling in the waves 
in the manner of all dolphins 
and porpoises. 
Chief Ranger Ray Murphy- 
told us of a big whale which 
was beached only last month; 
this time it took 15 people to 
persuade him to resume his life 
in the ocean — they had to roll 
him down the beach. 
After the hike up and down 
the Spit (nearly six miles), with 
the possibility or probability of 
seeing either whales, porpoises 
or seals, there are always the 
dunes to explore — the grassy 
dunes to lie down in, to look at 
the sky in and listen to the wind 


in, and for some people to take 
off their clothes in. (The latter 
is a very popular pastime, says 
Chief Ranger Murphy. 


AND THEN TH ERE is surf 
fishing, good at high tide for 
perch, rock bass and other 
weird and wonderful California 
fish. 
This year, next year, and the 
year after that, the Spit is the 
best easy-spot to get away from 
it all; and in the last year 
120,000 other people thought so, 
too. 
As Monsieur Limantour gave 
his name to this finger of sand, 
he deserves to have his story 
completed, however briefly. 
We left him at Sausalito with 
William Richardson who was 
briefed very quickly about the 
young Frenchman’s predica­ 
ment. As it happened Richard­ 
son’s friend, Captain Paty, was 
in port with his substantial ves­ 
sel Don Quixote and arrange­ 
ments were soon made to pick 
up the beached cargo of the 
Ayacucho over at Drake’s Bay. 
Most of the cargo could be 
saved, and the Don Quixote 
transported half to Yerba 
Buena (San Francisco) and half 
to the warehouse of Richardson 
at Sausalito. In about two 
months the cargo was disposed 
of quite profitably. 
Limantour decided to stay in 
California, at least for a while, 
and look around for trading 
opportunities. 


AT ABOUT THIS time, be­ 
cause of the fear of a large 
influx of foreigners into Mexi­ 
co’s northern province, Alvara­ 
do, the first native-born Califor-

nian governor, was replaced by 
Gen. Manuel Micheltorena who 
combined the duties of com­ 
manding general and governor. 
The Mexican treasury was as 
usual in dire straits and Michel­ 
torena was hard pressed to 
clothe and arm his troops, let 
alone pay them; and then he 
met up with Limantour who 
had been turning a few dollars 
to his advantage in ome more 
trading ventures. Limantour 
agreed to loan Micheltorena be­ 
tween $10,000 and $12,000, and 
in repayment took a draft on 
the Mexican Customs House in 
Mazatlan. 
When the draft was due to be 
honored, Limatour found out 
that monies collected by cus­ 
toms at Mazatlan were paid 
into the account of a merchant 
firm to be dispersed to Michel­ 
torena, and to buy supplies on 
which that firm would make a 
profit. Lmantour decided to get 
into the supply business to the 
governor, and to cut a long 
story short, was soon the Cali­ 
fornian governor’s creditor to 
the tune of $56,000. 
In view of the favors done to 
the governor (or so Limantour 
claimed in one of the most 
famous land claim cases of all 
times), Micheltorena granted to 
Limantour 16,000 acres in San 
Francisco, Alcatraz Island, 
Point Tiburon, Yerba Buena 
Island and the Farallones. 


WHEN HE CAME to prove 
his title before the U.S. Land 
Commission in 1853, the land 
alone in San Francisco was 
worth $13,000,000. The docu­ 
ments supporting the claim ap­ 


peared to be in order and the 
commission confirmed the 
claim; and Limantour went 
around to people holding land in 
the area involved and offered 
them quitclaim deeds for 10 per 
cent of the assessed value. In 
this way he cleared very quick­ 
ly about $250,000. 
But then the claim was ap­ 
pealed, and the upshot was that 
the claim was proved to fraudu­ 
lent in the U.S. District Court 
(and here photography came 
into play for the first time in a 
court of law). The official seal 
on the Micheltorena documents 
were found “ to be spurious — 
the paper is different, the writ­ 
ing is different . . .” ; and this 
was proved by photography. 
Judge Hoffma gave his opin­ 
ion on the case in November, 
1858, — 56 pages long. But 
Limantour was long gone, nev­ 
er to reappear in California 
again. 


THE FAMOUS case fills vol­ 
umes, but Kenneth M. Johnson, 
the attorney and prolific and 
entertaining writer on Califor- 
niana. analyzed the case bril­ 
liantly in 1961, in his book “ Jose 
Yves Limantour v. The United 
States,’’ and it is fascinating 
reading even for the layman. 
Such was the man for whom 
the Spit was named: some say 
the case is still unproven and 
that the Frenchman has been 
unfairly maligned. At any event 
he was a true opportunist, ener­ 
getic and enterprising — and he 
nearly got away with it. 
So think of him next time you 
visit that part of Drake’s Bay.

“Gandhi the Man” is a difficult book to 
catalog. 
Neither biography nor historical analysis, 
it comes closest to being a religious tract 
with the avowed purpose of inspiring its 
readers to transform their lives as Gandhi 
transformed his. 
Gandhi’s greatness grew~out of failure. A 
British-trained lawyer, he was unable to 
develop a successful practice in India. 
Hoping to improve his fortunes, he took a 
job as a company laywer in South Africa. 


There, is a hostile environment, working on 
a case that required accounting skills he did 
not have, he conquered the case and his 
deficiencies. There he learnt the true prac­ 
tice of law’. “ I had learnt,” he said, ‘‘to find 
out the better side of human nature and to 
enter men’s hearts. I realized that the true 
function of a lawyer was to unite parties 
riven asunder.” 
After this discovery, he tried to combine 
service to others with a successful legal 
career. He found the double burden unsatis­ 
fying and decided to simplify his life in 
accordance with the strictures of the great 
Indian holy book, the Bhagavad Gita. 
By reducing his needs to the simplest 
essentials of food, shelter, and clothing, 
Gandhi prepared himself for the task of 
freeing his country from British domination. 
With a quiet determination, he built a 


politico-religious resistance m ovem ent 
based on non-violence and stubborn perserv- 
erance. This movement survived every pres­ 
sure the world’s greatest empire chose to 
bring against it and resulted in the with­ 
drawal of Britain from India. 


“ Gandhi the Man” is written from the 
“spiritual perspective” of Eknath Easw ar­ 
an, religious teacher, founder and director 
of the Blue Mountain Center of Meditation in 
Berkeley. The test is lucid and draws 
heavily on Gandhi’s ow'n words. The photos 
are remarkable and include many eloseups 
of Gandhi at different stages of his life. 
For students of Gandhi, “Gandhi the 
Man" is not enough. For readers seeking to 
enrich and control their own lives through 
meditation, “Gandhi the Man” provides an 
oversimplified case study.

So much spy thriller fiction is 
being writte these days on a 
generally high level that a new 
novel must be superior in order 
to deserve attention Average 
or routine simply won’t do, and 
“Any War Will Do” is only that 
at best. 
Harker, dismissed from his 
job as a news magazine photog­ 
rapher, accepts em ploym ent 
with an international gun-run­ 
ning firm. When the firm mur­

Here you will find fascinating 
reading on what the authors bill 
as the most important break­ 
through in Egyptology since the 
discovery of T utankham an’s 
tomb. 
While the riches of King Tut’s 
previously unm olested tomb 
caused a sensation in the press, 
it seems that X-ray pictures of 
the mummies is more on a par 
in iportance and impact with 
translation of the hieroglyphs 
on the Roesetta Stone. 
The pictures collected during 
the five-year project tell of 
diseases and pains, from polio 
to bad teeth, suffered by the 
ancient rulers of the Nile. They 
tell the age of the pharoahs 
when they died and even reveal 
family similarities. 
The X-rays, in fact, will force 
a restudy of long established 
chronology by Egyptologists. 
The pictures also revealed 
hidden artifacts and gave a 
better understanding of the var­ 
ious m ethods of preparing 
mummies. 
Jam es E. Harris, a dental 
researcher at the University of 
Michigan, and Kent R. Weeks, 
an Egyptologist associated with 
the American University in Cai­ 
ro, give enough background for 
the lay reader to understand 
the significance and to share 
the excitement of the X-ray 
project, and they take pains to 
avoid technical confusion. 
While the text is rather brief 
for the price, the book is pro­ 
fusely illustrated with photos, 
including four pages of color. 
All am ateur archaeologists will 
be entranced, and their num­ 
bers have grown greatly in the 
past few’ decades.

Sad Saga O f Charlie Parker- 
Jazz Artist And Drug Addict 


By DON KEOWN 
Charlie (Yardbird) Parker 
flared brilliantly across the 
American jazz scene in the 
second quarter of the 20th Cen­ 
tury. But like a meteor, he 
burnt himself out, leaving phys­ 
ically only a cold cinder to be 
buried in the soil of his native 
Kansas City. 
“The Bird,” as he was known 
to admirers of his music, was 
perhaps the most superb reed 
instrumentalist in the annals of 
jazz. He was also a drug addict 
and an alcoholic. 
His talent with the saxophone 
brought him fame. His addic­ 
tion brought him misery and 
disgrace, and eventually death. 
His gift with the instrument 
came from inborn talent, plus 
an almost desperate dedication 
to his music. His weaknesses 
for drink and dope came par­ 
tially from personal flaws, and 
partially from a social system 
that thrust him into the lime­ 
light without background or 
preparation for such a role, and 
then alternately applauded his 
artistry and disdained his black 
skin. 
In a new biography, ‘ Bird 
Lives!,’’ Ross Russell succeeds 
spelndidly in capturing both as­ 
pects of Charlie Parker, the 
artist and the addict. It is a 
difficult undertaking, and Rus­ 
sell recognizes the irony of an 
attempt by an establishment- 
educated, middle-class white 
man to tell the story of a man 
so much his opposite. But, he

adds, the job fell to him by 
default, for no black scholar 
came forward to do the work, 
and the ranks of those who 
knew Charlie Parker and who 
could testify concerning him 
and his music were growing 
thinner year by year. 
Anyway, Ross Russell is bet­ 
ter qualified as Bird’s biogra­ 
pher than might seem likely at 
first thought. 
He knew Parker personally, 
and in fact was a partner in the 
small firm that made the pi­ 
oneering records of Bird's mu­ 
sic. Parker quarreled with him, 
but this did not diminish Rus­ 
sell’s appreciation of his music. 
And Russell’s enthusiasm for 
Afro-American music has de­ 
veloped into an obsession, mak­ 
ing him one of the country’s 
most knowledgeable men on 
jazz — a writer, teacher, lectur­ 
er and impresario. 
His evaluation of Parker’s 
saxophone work then is an ex­ 
pert one, with the added advan­ 
tage of personal knowledge of 
the musician: “Here he w as... 
articulating imperious mes­ 
sages over the saxophone. Lis­ 
tening required real concentra­ 
tion. Nothing glib came out of 
the horn. Every solo was 
played with high seriousness. 
The saxophone cried of love, 
rage, and black power. 
“The elements heard in black

The Johnny Ortiz mystery 
novels by Richard Martin Stern 
have to be one of the most 
consistently pleasing series in 
the genre today. The stories are 
always entertaining, always 
soundly plotted and written, 
and always respectful of the 
reader and his tastes. 
This time a body found under 
melting mountain snows sets 
Santo Cristo’s part Apache po­ 
lice lieutenant off on the trail of 
a killer. There are three other 
deaths — these from poisoned 
heroin. And a proposed mam­ 
moth real estate development 
further threatens the peace of 
the New Mexico community. 
The familiar characters of 
past Ortiz yarns are on hand 
again including Johnny’s girl 
friend, black anthropoogist Cas- 
sie Enright, rancher Ben Hart, 


Congressman Mark Hawley and 
Police Sgt. Tony Lopez — de 
cent, interesting people. Some 
of the newcomers aren't so 
decent. But they have a tiger 
by the tail when they attempt to 
bring the organized crime of 
the East into Johnny Ortiz' 
town. Great stuff! 


music since the first rural 
bluesman had drifted to the 
urban ghettos had been con­ 
tained and contem porized. 
There was nothing of Louis 
Armstrong’s archaic ministrel- 
ry. Nor of Lester Young’s bit­ 
tersweet romanticism. This was 
the real grit that Bird put 
down. 
“An evening with Charlie 
Parker was not an entertain­ 
ment. listening to Charlie was 
a demanding, moving, often 
chilling experience — like an 
evening with Lenny Bruce.” 
Bird had succeeded Lester 
Young as the saxophone king, 
even as the latter had succeed­ 
ed Coleman Hawkins, and as 
Parker would be followed by 
John Coltrane, Sonny Rollins 
and others. With Dizzy Gilles­ 
pie, once his close friend, later 
his arch-rival, he was the co­ 
architect of the new direction 
for jazz, from swing to bebop. 
“Jazz style from 1920 to 
World War II seemed to flow 
from Armstrong. Charlie Par­ 
ker changed the course of that 
river and set up a new complex 
of forces. Almost singlehanded- 
ly he emancipated time and 
sound for those to follow.” (Par- 
ker-partisan Russell feels Gil­ 
lespie has been overcredited by 
others for his part in music’s 
new wave, and tends to over­ 
compensate in the other direc­ 
tion.) 
“Charlie’s 
accomplishments 
w'ere many,” Russell writes. 
“He had revealed new dimen­ 
sions in saxophone playing, en­ 
abling the horn to complete its 
evolution from a fattemer of 
orchestral textures to the most 
expressive of instrum ents. 
Charlie updated the timeless 
blues song, and contributed 
some of its finest perform­ 
ances. He had metamorphosed 
the Tin Pan Alley ballad into a 
tightly-knit, often recondite 
composition based on the idea 
of the Kansas City riff, a re­ 
peated melodic figure under­ 
lined by a strong rhythmic pat­ 
tern. 
“With perfect taste and intui­ 
tion he had abstracted the body 
of music before his time, purg­ 
ing it of anachronisms and irre- 
levancies, and endowed it with 
a compelling vocabulary.” 
How could this man, so tal­ 
ented and so utterly serious 
about his music, waste much of 
his life and end it prematurely 
with heroin and alcohol? 
“ Just why alcoholism and 
narcotic addiction have been 
the classic occupational haz­ 
ards of the jazz business, and 
cirrhosis of the liver its most 
common occupational disease, 
has always intrigued the outsi­ 
der,” notes Russell. “From 1900 
to 1954. .. the conditions under 
which jazz was played varied 
little. Barrelhouses, honky-

tanks, joints, lounges —- these 
were mere passing names for 
cabarets, the locale where jazz­ 
men worked. They were operat­ 
ed by gangsters who offered 
music or flesh to bring in the 
business, and profited from the 
sale of liquor. If one adds to 
such cheap, overstimulating 
places of employment the other 
significant factors — long 
hours, the reversed hours of 
work and sleep, the insecurity 
of the musician’s trade, and the 
pressure of competition, not to 
mention the frustration of es­ 
saying the role of creative art­ 
ist in such an environment — 
the appetite for toxicants be­ 
comes u n d e r s t a n da bl e . .. 
Booze and dope were the jazz­ 
men’s escape hatches.” 
The 
black 
musician, 
of 
course, worked and played un­ 
der the added ordeal of race 
prejudice, frustrated by a dou­ 
ble standard that made him an 
admired artist on the band­ 
stand, an inferior being when 
the music ceased. 
But Ross Russell's biography 
makes it plain that Charlie 
Parker’s own personal attrib­ 
utes contributed to his addic­ 
tions and frequent difficulties. 
He was a man of excesses, 
overindulging not only in drink 
and drugs, but in food and in 
women and in everything he 
did, not excluding his horn- 
playing. Long gigs in clubs 
were customarily followed by 
longer jam sessions in other 
clubs when a more disciplined, 
more sensible man would have 
been in bed or otherwise relax­ 
ing. 
“Bird Lives!” is superior bi­ 
ography, exhaustively re­ 
searched, carefully compiled, 
interestingly written, its value 
enhanced by the keen percep­ 
tion of the author, his deter­ 
mined objectivity, and his 
many contacts with the men 
who knew and worked with 
Charlie Parker. It follows the 
subject from boyhood in Kansas 
City, lugging a beaten up old 


sax given him by his mother 
from club to club, all of which 
he was too young to enter — 
legally —, and hearing the 
greats of the 1930s jamming 
there, through his own career 
up a hard and trying road for 
which he was artistically but 
not personally prepared, to his 
tragically early decline in stat­ 
ure and to death. And to some­ 
thing of a cult status, after 
death. 
It is a story alive with the 
great names of the jazz world, 
and with tidbits about them. 
But mostly it is the story of one 
man <vho played the saxophone 
like no one ever played it be­ 
fore him, and lived — or de­ 
stroyed — life in a manner few 
have ever lived it. With his 
playing, he left his mark upon 
American music — a heritage. 
For his living style, he paid the 
fullest price and cut short the 
music, almost in mid-tune. For­ 
tunately, he had played more 
than enough 10 leave his im­ 
print. 
Indeed, it is true that “Bird 
lives!,” not in the sick cultist 
sense intended by those who 
scratch that message on walls 
out of an admiration or envy 
for what they mistakenly re­ 
gard as an exciting existential 
existence. Charlie Parker’s life 
was one of pain and degrada­ 
tion that does not commend 
itself to imitation. But his mu­ 
sic — that endures. Not because 
Charlie Parker was a ghetto- 
scarred addict, but despite it.

And so has the rest of Ameri­ 
ca. They come in big, six­ 
wheeled rigs bearing the li­ 
cense plates of Wisconsin, 
Rhode Island, Texas. New York 
and Florida to squat in grav­ 
eled parking lots which pass as 
campgrounds. 
And so we came with our $30 
L. L. Bean tent for four days of 
just poking around to look at 
the sights.

Madrid Gets 
Wax Museum 


Madrid’s newest tourist at­ 
traction is a wax museum 
which rivals the famed Ma­ 
dame Toussaud’s in London in 
richness and imagination and 
outdoes it with special light, 
sound and motion effects.

Often the only sound is the 
muffled signal of a gathering 
wind that finally whistles 
through the mesquite trees 
hard by the campsite.

On Speaking British

Americans who visit foreign 
countries often hire an English- 
speaking guide. When they visit 
England they might do well to 
hire an American-speaking 
guide. 
Failing that, they could resort 
to a new book by Norman W. 
Schur, “ British Self-Taught: 
With Comments in American,” 
It’s a dictionary that bridges 
the communication gap be­ 
tween those who speak Ameri­ 
can and those who speak Bri­ 
tish. 
An American in England can 
be bewildered to learn that you 
can go by motor coach, by tram 
or by underground to a shop, 
where you take a lift to an 


With travel to the Caribbean 
at its peak, thousands of tour­ 
ists will bt* exploring the silent 
beauties of underwater coral 
reefs, marveling at the delicate 
plant and bird life of these 
unique islands, or entering the 
colorful and throbbing world of 
the carnival. 
Yet most visitors depart with­ 
out ever having really under­ 
stood what may be one of the 
most fascinating aspects of the 
Caribbean — its incredibly rich 
and dramatic heritage. 


ACCORDING TO Fred Ward, 
photojournalist and authority 
on this region, “No archipelago 
on earth has so many political 
divisions, such a complex past 
or so large an impact on the 
world’s most powerful nations 
as the Virgin Islands ” 
Together with Ted Speigcl, 
another photojournalist who 
also became fascinated w ith the 
area, 
Ward 
has 
produced 
‘‘Golden Islands of the Caribbe­ 
an,” the first volume of its kind 
to guide the reader through all 
the complex forces that have 
shaped the entire archipelago 
stretching from the Virgins to 
Trinidad and Tobago — the 
Lesser Antilles, 
For those spending a few 
hours in flight, a few days 
traveling by sea or : imply arm­ 
chair exploring, here is an en­ 
gaging tale of one of the most 
visited, but least understood 
areas on earth. 


EACH CHAPTER offers a 
group of islands linked by geog­ 
raphy or historical circum ­ 
stance, and presents its own 
marvelous cast, ranging from 
Columbus, Hawkins and Drake 
to such flamboyant characters 
as Edward Teach (known as 
Blackboard) who studied the 
psychology of piracy and ‘‘de 
(ermined that surprise and ter­ 
ror wen* paramount iii over­ 
powering the \ ietim ” 
Ward gives some fascinating 
background 
information on 
even the lesser known islands: 
Bequia, a whaling island in 
the Windwards where, each 
February, lookouts on the hills 
st iii watch for signs t»i the 
great mammals 
Barbuda, just over Antigua’s 


upper storey and buy a reel of 
cotton, some nappies and a 
pram. Unless you have enough 
notes in your notecase to give 
the shop assistant, you'll have 
to use hire-purchase. 
WITH THE HELP of Schur s 
glossary ifs easy enough to 
figure out that what you can do 
is go by bus, by streetcar or by 
subway to a store, where you 
take an elevator to an upper 
floor and buy a spool of thread, 
some diapers and a baby car­ 
riage. Unless you have enough 
bills in your billfold to give the 
salesman, you’ll have to use the 
installment plan. 
Schur is a lawyer in New 
York — a solicitor in England, 
where he spends five months a 


year and has a special license 
to practice. He began collecting 
Briticisms after a conversation 
with his British-oriented son 
during which he realized they 
were speaking two different 
languages. 
“I have always been interest­ 
ed in words, syntax, usage,’’ 
says Schur, who in addition to 
American and British speaks 
Italian, 
“creditable” French, 
“decent" German, “a bit of” 
Spanish and “not so bad” Yid­ 
dish. “I began making a list of 
words I came across in books, 
letters and conversation. I ex­ 
panded it with comments and 
somehow or other it became a 
book.” 
SOME DIFFERENCES are 


only a matter of spelling, he 
points out, such as those ending 
in -our (colour, honour); the re 
group (centre, theatre); the -ise 
words (criticise, agonise) and - 
xion words (connexion, inflex­ 
ion), plus variations such as 
tyre and kerb. 
“There’s so much back-and- 
forth traveling now that they’re 
picking up our Yankeeisms and 
we’re picking up their Briti­ 
cisms, but I think we’re giving 
them more than they’re giving 
us,” says the Boston native. 
“ Their flat is becoming an 
apartment, they’re substituting 
radio for u ireless and not long 
ago they wouldn’t have known 
what a T-shirt is.” 
Though Americans don’t ac­ 
tually have to use sign lan­ 
guage in order to talk to their 


British cousins, there are a few 
things they would find handy to 
know', he notes. “For instance, 
a ‘public convenience’ is what 
is often a private necessity — a 
restroom. And don’t ever ask 
an English friend to hang his 
coat in a closet, which means 
toilet. Ask him to hang it in the 
cupboard.” 


“THEN, OF course, you fill 
your motor car with petrol at 
the petrol station,” Schur ex­ 
plains. “and perhaps the chap 
there will wash your wind­ 
screen and check your sparking 
plugs.” 
Beware of asking for a marti­ 
ni, he warns, or you’ll wind up 
with a glass of vermouth. “If 
you really want a martini ask 
for a gin and French.”

BAHAMAS TREES STAGE 
OW N SHOW FOR TOURISTS 


Have you ever seen a hura crepitans, looked at a casuarina 
equisctifolia or a swietenia mahagoni? (lf not. and a visit to Nassau 
or adjacent Paradise Island in the Bahamas is in tile offing, you’re 
•barking up the right trees.” 
The tree life around the popular Bahamas capital continues to lie 
a source of tourist interest and it’s not necessary to go out of the 
way to view several unusual species. 
There are some two dozen trees along bustling Bay Street, the 
main thoroughfare lined with smart shops and equally smart 
shoppers. One full-branched tree, located near the Royal Bank, is 
appropriately named a “sandbox.” Before the days of blotting 
paper, its large seed capsules were filled with the fine sand. 
sprinkled on newly-written documents. 
In front of the Savoy Theater, visitors can inspect a mahogany 
tree — the tree whose wood is valued for furniture and ships. It is 
even more valuable to the Bahamians during scheduled parades, 
since youngsters climb into the sturdy branches for better vantage 
points. This will again be the case during the 1973 Goombay 
Summer Festival when weekly events will include Bay Street 
dancing and musical performances. (The festival is on tap between 
June 3 and Sept. 9). 
Over in Rawson Square, where vacationers can hire a horsedrawm 
surrey, or watch skilled straw' workers making lovely hats, 
handbags and other items for sale, they’ll witness yet another use 
for the local trees. They will see bargain priced dresses hanging 
from the limbs of a large almond tree in an attractive display. 
One of the common but highly versatile trees that sightseers will 
find is the casuarina pine — not really a pine at all. 
Named for the cassowary bird, the long, drooping green needles 
are tufted like the bird’s feathers. Around the hotels of Nassau and 
Paradise Island, these tropical trees are trained into interesting 
shapes and hedges. Some casuarina, also dubbed the whistling pine, 
grow to heights of IOO feet or more. 
About the showiest of all the trees is the poinciana, particularly 
beautiful because of spectacular scarlet or orange flowers that turn 
roadsides into fiery' clusters of color Special activities .surround the 
time of blooming in Nassau and Paradise Island, as the islands 
celebrate Poinciana June, 
Scagrape trees,, . the evergreen known as the* autograph tree . . , 
a variety of stately palms , , . huge silk cotton trees, all compete for 
\ isitor attention along with many other species 
And — if that’s not enough to strike your fancy there are the 
intriguing smaller flow'ers, vines and shrubs (such as the Match Me- 
If You-Can shrub, where no two leaves are alike) Though there are 
special places like Ardastra Gardens in Nassau or the eye-opening 
Versailles Gardens on Paradise Island where nature’s handiwork is 
showcased, the vacationer discovers flora! fascination almost 
everywhere, 
If there are questions, ask away. Bahamians will gladly explain 
about the trees — and add some anecdotes that are us colorful as 
the trees themselves.

Since fishermen flock to near­ 
by, tranquil Lough Corrib in 
May for fly-fishing, early reser­ 
vations at Ashford are advisa­ 
ble. 
fn mid-May, three blankets 
and an eiderdown puff on my 
bed kept me comfortable at 
night. 


TULIPS IN THE castle ho­ 
tel’s gardens are beyond belief 
— huge, all colors, and on 
sturdy 18-inch stems. 
I paid approximately $11.40 a 
day for my half of a twin- 
bedded room with bath, break­ 
fast, lunch, and dinner, for a. 
three-day stay. 
The Castle of Invercauld near 
Braemar, Aberdeenshire, Scot­ 
land, is something very special. 
It is as unusual to see a real 
broadsword, a targe, and a 
musket of long ago in a medie­ 
val Great llall as it is to see a 
used dungeon. All of these are 
at Invercauld, as well as the 
low door into the stone walled 
room that w'as part of the 
original castle of Clan Far- 
qtlharson (owners of Inver­ 
cauld) in 1500. 
E lectricity and plum bing 
have added a modern touch of 
comfort to the castle’s unusual 
charm. But bring your snug- 
gies, bed socks and a brace of 
sweaters! 


FRESH VEGETABLES and 


fruit from the castle’s kitchen 
garden, dairy produce and poul­ 
try from the home farm, and 
local grouse, venison, salmon, 
and available game provide va­ 
riety to the superb m eals 
served in the candlelighted, 
wood paneled, baronial dining 
salon. The butler Harper, who 
would be an intriguing addition 
to any Hitchcock m ystery, 
served these delicious foods — 
wth the Laird and his Lady 
presiding — while I was at 
Invercauld. 
The tariff at Invercauld is not 
advertised, nor do the majority 
of travel agents know about this 
guest-castle in the Highlands. If 
you are interested seriously, 
write to Capt. A. A. C. Far- 
quharson, The Castle of Inver­ 
cauld, B raem ar, A berdeen­ 
shire, Scotland. 
Another ancestral guest-cas­ 
tle that will delight you if you 
enjoy the best, is Gastschloss 
Monchstein atop the mountain 
Moenchsberg that rises in the 
heart of Salzburg, Austria. 
THE CURRENT owner has a 
sensitive appreciation of value 
in antiques and objets d’art, 
and the wherewithal to acquire 
them. Generously, he has rees­ 
tablished the castle’s grandeur 
with these treasures, so that 
now it appears as aristocrati­ 
cally elegant as when it was 
built in 1358 for guests of the 
archbishops of Salzburg. 
The original copper hardware 
remains on the doors. Oriental 
rugs and crystal chandeliers 
create a regal atmosphere. The 
walls are hung with brocaded 
satin, and. for a beguiling ges­ 
ture, a single rose or a lily of 
the valley boutonniere is at the 
side of your dinner plate each 
evening. 
There’s a practical side to the 
place, too. The bathrooms are 
heated, and each bed has an 
eiderdown puff. 


RESERVATIONS should be 


made far in advance because 
only nine guests can be accom­ 
modated at one time. I was 
there just before the season’s 
closing date, Sept. 27. At that 
time, there was no vacancy on 
the application list for the fol­ 
lowing spring. 
If, and when, you get to 
G astschloss M onchstein, be 
sure to wander along the im­ 
m aculate paths through the 
chestnut-tree groves and see 
the vivid flower gardens. And, 
by all means, have a Salzburg 
souffle. This beautiful golden 
fluff with snowy white crest is a 
sight to behold and heavenly to 
eat. 
A mere 15 minute drive from 
Salzburg, in the delightful lake 
d istrict called ’Salzkam m er- 
g u t,” c a p tiv a tin g S chloss 
Fuschl comes into view at the 
far tip of wind-sheltered Lake 
Fuschl. 


INSTEAD OF taking this di­ 
rect route, we drove for three 
hours through a colorful pastor­ 
al hinterland of green fields, 
flower gardens, and neat hous­ 
es before turning in at the 
castle’s winding driveway. 
Originally, this ideally locat­ 
ed castle was the hunting resi­ 
dence of the archbishops of 
Salzburg. Dark-toned, copper 
beech and larch trees make an 
effective background for beds 
of long-stemmed pansies along 
with lilacs that range in color 
from white to magenta. 
Sunbathed Lake Fuschl offers 
boating, swimming, and fishing 
for those castle guests who do 
not choose golf, tennis, hunting, 
or horseback riding for recrea­ 
tion. 


SCHLOSS VELDEN, in the 
adjoining Carinthian Lake Dis­ 
trict, should be included in the 
guest castle list. If offers so 
many resort amenities. For de­ 
tails, write Schloss Velden, 9220 
Velden Am Worther See, Carin- 


thia, Austria. 
The building date of Son Vida 
castle on the Balearic Island of 
Mallorca, in the Mediterranean 
off the coast of Spain, is vague. 
However, it is known that alter­ 
ations to the manorial property 
were carried on in 1701. 
The circular, turreted tower, 
with flags flying high above its 
narrow slit windows, remains 
as a decorative part of the 
castle hotel — mute evidence 
that this was once the Vida 
family’s stronghold. 
Today Son Vida is modern to 
the nth degree, with garden- 
bordered swimming pool, tennis 
courts, 18-hole golf course and 
horseback riding available. 


THOUGH ITS mountainside 
is some 20 minutes away from 
Palma, the island’s commer­ 
cially slanted capital, taxicabs 
are at hand, and a close-by bus 
makes the trip to town every 
half hour. The bus fare is six 
pesetas — about eight cents.

By MILLICENT TAYLOR 
Too much shade in your gar­ 
den? 
You may have too much 
shade for some things, like sun- 
loving marigolds and zinnias. 
But you still can have a lovely 
garden. A garden in the sahde, 
in fact, can be a particularly 
beautiful and restful spot. 
First, you might see what you 
can do to let in more light and 
air. 
There are varying degrees of 
shade. Many plants will grow 
happily in what one might call 
light shade. Most of us who 
have a shady garden have man­ 
aged so we have sunshine in 
some parts of it each day, along 
with air circulation and good 
light. 


IF YOU HAVE large estab­ 
lished trees, you might cut off 
some of the lower branches. If 
your garage or any other build­ 
ings make shade, settle for 
flower borders on the south 
side.

and walls is mainly on the 
north. This should give you 
some sun in the morning and 
again in late afternoon. Also: a 
white building reflects more 
light. 
High solid fencing may be 
replaced by an open type fence, 
or 
if 
this is im practical, 
screened openings along the 
bottom and at intervals higher 
up will improve air circulation, 
give some light, and yet keep 
animals out. 


STUDY WHAT else you might 
do. 
Hanging baskets, tubbed 
plants on casters for easy mov­ 
ing, and raised flower beds are 
all prevalent practices. 
For the lawn area, if you 
want grass, choose a mixture 
specially advertised for shade. 
Burpee’s Shady Nook will grow 
under trees and in shaded cor­ 
ners where most grasses refuse 
to thrive.

Ajuga is one of these and can 
be mowed. Thyme (T. vulgaris) 
is another. Donald Wyman's 
book, “Ground Cover Plants” 
• Macmillan), is worth consult­ 
ing.

sun, and does not require a 
build-in of acid soil. 
M ost rh o dodendrons like 
shade, although the hvbirds will 
grow in both shade and sun. 
There are many varieties, all of 
them handsome evergreens for 
your 
shady 
shrub border. 
Among needle evergreens the 
yews make a fine choice. 
In your perennial border in 
spring you can have bright 
primroses (primulas), clumps of 
columbine, dainty pink coral 
bells that begin to flower early 
but last all summer, velvety 
violas, and of course Bleeding 
Heart. The little Iris pumila 
will be gay in the rock garden 
or as a border edging. Ferns 
will send up their fiddleheads. 
Violets and lillieS of the valley 
will make a carpet of bloom. 
Many spring-flowering bulbs 
will join the party. 


NO GARDEN is com plete 
without some Hemerocallis day 
lillies. Their fountains of grass- 
like foliage are attractive all 
summer among other plants. 
Varieties can be chosen io have 
blooms in succession until au­ 
tumn. They Ask for little care 
and come these days in ravish­ 
ing colors. 
The Hosta day lillies, con­ 
firm ed shade lovers, belong 
here, too. Their white or laven­ 
der flowers bloom in late sum­ 
mer. 
Tuberous begonias are also a 
must, as are caladiums with 
their brightly colored and 
veined leaves. The begonias 
have huge blooms that look like 
cam ellias and carnations in 
rich colors. 
In the deeper shade of my 
garden borders I have several 
ferns, pink and white astilbes, 
Bleeding Heart, coral bells, lily 
of the valley, tuberous (also 
fibrous l begonias, and forget- 
m e-nots. Foxglove m ight be 
added, but I haven’t tried it. 


WHAT ANNUALS can you 
have? Topping the list are the 
gay and reliable Im patiens, 
covered with bloom all sum­ 
mer. Colors are coral, salmon, 
white, pink, and orange. The 
tallest are one and two feet, 
very bushy. The Elfins are six 
to 12 inches. 
N icotiana has lovely tube­ 
shaped petunia-like flowers, 
white, pink, and wine-red, very 
frag ran t. Lobelia is easily 
grown. Compact varieties are 
fine for beds, borders, edgings, 
and rock gardens. Trailing va­ 
rieties are attractive in hanging 
baskets and porch boxes. Their 
colors are lively blue or red. 
Fibrous begonias will flower 
all summer in shade. Some 
have bronzy foliage. You will 
find plants in the garden shops 
if you don’t want to raise them 
from seed. Coleus, grown for its 
colored leaves, pink, red, salm­ 
on, orange-scarlet, golden-yel­ 
low, fringed and veined, will 
perform nicely in shade, al­ 
though it is said they do better

If the wet winter deterred 
you, or you just plain procras­ 
tinated and missed out on the 
bareroot planting season, you 
can still plant roses. 
Best part is that many of 
them will be in bloom, for local 
nurseries have a host of popu­ 
lar varieties available in con­ 
tainers. 
Container-grown roses, if not 
already in bloom, will be in 
flower very shortly. These were 
planted last year and will be 
bursting into bloom, enabling 
gardeners to select the exact 
shades of color — and flower 
forms — they wish to add to 
their gardens. 


NURSERIES should have the 
1973 All-America Roses, Elec­ 
tro n , G ypsy and M edallion. 
This will be the first opportuni­ 
ty for many to see the award- 
winning roses in bloom. 
Shopping will reveal a selec­ 
tion of other New Y ear intro­ 
ductions — and a cross section 
of roses excellent for Marin 
landscapes. 


There are hybrid teas, flori- 
bundas, grandifloras and clim b­ 
ers as well as tree roses. Each 
classification has a unique or 
special quality. Let it be suffice 
to say that there is a rose to fit 
any garden situation, or loca­ 


tion — just as long as it’s a 
sunny site. 


DESIGNERS utilize Roses for 
their continuous color and the 
possibilities offered by the var­ 
ious types. Low-growing flori- 
bundas, for instance, create a 
m ass planting display — or a 
free-flowering border. 
Container-grown Roses are as 
easily planted as bareroot. Cut 
the can aw ay and lit out the 
plant and balled dirt so as not 
to disturb the roots. Set the 
plant, dirt ball and all, into the 
prepared planting hole. 
Dig an over size hole. Incor­ 
porate organic m aterial or a 
ready-to-use planter mix with 
ex istin g soil as you fill-in 
around the rose. Make sure it 
will be at the sam e depth, upon 
completion, as it was in the 
nursery container.

HOW ABOUT A PUTTING GREEN 
AT YOUR BACK DOORSTEP? 


A putting green in the backyard is more than a 
little hole in the ground, but it’s a practical 
addition for most golfers with a little bit of space, 
some enterprise and a desire to m ake their home 
exterior a place to play. 
Three m ajor factors to be considered, accord­ 
ing to the American Assn. of Nurserym en, are 
the preparation of the soil, the selection of the 
lawn m aterial, and continuing care of the green. 
The initial preparation is most im portant in the 
development of an enjoyable putting green in a 
private yard. The size of the area can be based 
on the am ount of space available, although 
something like 40 by 60 feet is desirable. The 
green should be elevated at the center to perm it 
adequate drainage. An elevation of approxim ate­ 
ly six feet is preferable. 
The make-up of the soil is a prim e considera­ 
tion. In most situations, a soil m ixture of one part 
peat, one part top-soil and one part sand meets 
the need. The im portant thing is that the soil 
provide good deep percolation to perm it the 
w ater to move to the root areas of the grass 
cover, and hold a reservoir of moisture. 
A num ber of different types of grass will 
provide the fine surface desired for a professional 
quality putting green. Specific advice from a 
local nursery garden center is indicated on this 
m atter. 
Depending on how quickly the golfer wants to 
use the putting green, either grass sod or grass 


seed may be applied. Sodding the green, while 
somewhat more costly, can mean the area will be 
ready to use in a few weeks. Seeing will require a 
growing season before the player can get on the 
mini-course. 
A home putting green should have four or five 
standard putting green cups, and these are 
available at most golf supply shops. The cups 
m ay be removed when the grass is to be mowed. 
On the subject of m aintenance, Edward Camp­ 
bell, a Virginia nursery expert who has installed 
a num ber of private and com m ercial golf facili­ 
ties, maintains that any home owner with a little 
common knowledge and a limited am ount of time 
and effort to expend can give his putting green 
the on going care it requires. 
G rass should be kept at about one inch in 
height, and should be trim m ed about three times 
a week to m aintain its surface. W ater and 
fertilization, he says, are essential, and should be 
applied as frequently as needed to continue 
vigorous health. 
The spokesman for the Am erican Assn. of 
N urserym en suggests a residential putting green 
be planned as a part of the overall outdoor living 
design of the home. It should, he said, be 
integrated into the general arrangem ent of patio, 
other recreational areas and esthetic arrange­ 
ments. And, he urges, this is the tim e of year to 
com plete the planning and a start for a putting 
practice area at your backdoor.

Don’t ask me why. They just 
do, th at’s all, and we’ve picked 
up their term . 


IT TOOK A few years of 
experim ent to learn how to 
produce this H eavenly Blue 
Morning Glory extravaganza. 
And how to m ake it last all day. 
Morning Glories are one of 
nature’s more wasteful efforts. 
The blossoms burst open with 
the dawn and their trum pets 
fold up for good when the warm 
sun hits them. A hundred other 
trum pets have to replace them 
on the following morning. 
My favorite is Heavenly Blue, 
well named because each trum ­ 
pet m atches the sky on clear 
days when fleecy clouds float 
across the pale azure canopy 
above. Some folks prefer pris­ 
tine Pearly Gates, and some go 
for Scarlett O’Hara or Deep 
Violet, but make mine Heaven­ 
ly Blue without any interlopers.

find it. 
The vines tan g led 
around any other plant that was 
handy and made a jungle. I 
nev er could 
weed out the 
Pearlies and Searletts and the 
Deep Blues, which acclim ated 
and cam e up voluntarily every 
sum m er. In the sunny spots, 
the blossoms folded early in 
mid-morning. 
Finally, I hit on the trick of 
growing Heavenly Blues in two 
sizable planters, which I placed 
in full sun to stim ulate germ i­ 
nation. When the little plants 
were about three inches high, I 
thinned them to a dozen to each 
planter, then moved the boxes 
to the com er of the toolshed 
where they had early morning 
sun but mid day and afternnon 
shade. 
The vines reached for the 
sky, twisting around wires to 


the eaves of the shop. Some­ 
tim es it seem ed they w ere 
growing a foot a day. 


ONCE UP TO the roof, they 
wound around each other in a 
tangle that is blanketed every 
morning 
with a hundred or 
more blue trum pets. 
In the 
semi-shade they stay open all 
day, often well into the evening. 
Next morning a new crop of 
trum pets greet me. 


I just feast my eyes on my 
galaxie of Heavenly Blues and 
w ater in a little 8-8-8 nutrient, 
because the M orning G lory 
vines take a lot of nourishm ent 
out of those crowded planter 
boxes. 
I have to feed them 
lightly and frequently. Unlike 
some plants, Heavenly Blues 
can’t 
gorge and store food. 
They need weekly feeding.

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How To M ake Sure 
That Long Ladder 
Is Safe A nd Secure 


Painting a two-story high home inevitably involves mounting and 
working from an extension ladder. 
And for the neophyte, there is, inevitably, that problem of how’ to 
place that ladder properly and securely against the side of the 
house, so that he can work in safety. 
There’s no special trick involved — just a proper method. 
Place the ladder flat on the ground so that its lower end is against 
the foundation, o to the top end of the ladder and raise it to the 
height of your shoulders. Carefully maneuver yourself so that you 
are under the ladder. Now walk forward towards the house, moving 
your hands on the rungs of the ladders. Always be certain that one 
hand has a tight grip on the next rung of the ladder before you 
remove the other hand from the previous rung. 
When the ladder has been raised to a vertical position, slowly and 
carefully shift the base away from foundation until the distance is 
about one-fourth the length of the ladder. With a 20-foot ladder, for 
instance, the feet of the ladder should be about five feet away from 
the foundation of the house. 
If te ladder is resting on soft ground, place a solid board under 
the feet of it. On concrete or similar ground, use a ladder with 
rubber treads or some form of what are called safety feet. 
Never — but never — use a ladder that is in anyway defective. 
Fifteen feet up is no place to take chances.

Why don’t we teach our chil­ 
dren something about home en­ 
vironments way back in ele­ 
m entary school instead of 
dumping the problem on them 
at college or first-job age?

In the beginning, 
you think you’ll try to keep it 
airy and spacious and won’t 
acquire too many “ things.” 
But that same empty space 
can also be a threat when the 


budget is m inim al and the 
space to be filled is crying out 
for attention. The first year of 
solo living may be the hardest, 
financially. 


SO HERE ARE a few tips on 
how to spend your dollars for 
that first living room: 
1. Buy one good medium- 
priced upholstered seating unit. 
I’d advise a $300 investment. 
That should buy a three-place 
sofa covered in a striking but 
economical fabric. Or it might 
bring in a slightly better two- 
seater. But don’t get involved in 
a supersize unit or unusually 
ornate design first time around. 
2. Don’t, I repeat, don’t buy 
any tables — at least not for 
that first living room. Sustitute 
by using big round baskets 
topped with trays. Or choose a 
trio of hollow storage cubes you 


can stack or place individually 
around the room. Don’t buy any 
kind of a coffee table. 
3. Buy one handsome area 
rug. This could be another $150 
to $300 investment. But it will 
last your homemaking lifetime. 
And a rug is something you use 
every day. (I like to amortize 
the price of such an investment 
by thinking of the cost per day 
— a $300 rug used 365 days a 
year means less than a dollar a 
day for the pleasure it gives 
me! More than IO years — 
fantastic!) 
4 —- Buy lam ps, lam ps, 
lamps! These can vary in price 


from $7 to $50, but light is one 
thing we cannot live without. 
The best sofa is wasted when 
you can’t curl up with a book or 
some stitchery and have proper 
illumination for the task. And 
you need many kinds of light. 
Overall brightness, mood light 
and special-task equipment. 


5 - Accessories? Lots of pil­ 
lows, for chair and floor. These 
can substitute for ottoman pur­ 
poses when you want your feet 
up, and naturally can support a 
few guests at floor level. For 
those empty walls I’d suggest 
one major outlay — such as 
$100 worth of m irror squares or 


a big painting by a student 
a rtist or a patchw ork quilt 
(which you hang on the wall). 
Forget small, fussy objects for 
now. You’ll accumulate those 
without really trying! 


THE APARTMENT shown be 
low does incorporate some of 
these ideas. A fine area rug by 
Egetaepper was chosen and it 
measures four feet seven inches 
by six feet seven inches. Cost? 
$160. 
It’s the only bold touch of 
color in a neutral-toned room 
and strikes a dram atic note 
w ith its gold, orange and brown 
abstract design.

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lf Mortar Begins To Crumble 


By AN D Y LANG 
The technique of replacing 
crum bling 
m ortar between 
bricks is known as “pointing.” 
More generally, it’s simply 
knowing how to repair dam­ 
aged brickwork. 
Entirely aside from the ap­ 
pearance of a brick wail, chim­ 
ney or anything else construct­ 
ed with brick that has started 
to deteriorate, the m atter of 
water leakage is vital. Rain 
coming through loose mortar in 
a single location on an exterior 
house wall can cause hundreds 
of dollars worth of damage to 
inside walls and ceilings. 


YOU CAN MIX your own 
mortar, using one part of port­ 
land cement, one party of hy­ 
drated lime, five parts of sand 
and enough water to make a 
workable solution. But for the 
usual small job, it is more 
advisable to use premixed mor­ 
tar to which only water need be 
added. 
All loose m ortar must first be 
removed from the ailing joint. 
Use a cold chisel, an old screw­ 
driver or anything similar to 
pick away at the old mortar. 
Remember that your objec­ 
tive is to remove crumbling 
mortar, not to break away mor­ 
tar that is still solidly in place. 
Apply a little force so that loose

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or nearly loose m ortar will be 
dislodged, but not so much 
force that you ruin the joint 
entirely. Get out as much of the 
loose m ortar as possible, then 
use a small brush to remove 
the rest. 


IF YOU NOW merely apply 
the m ortar to the joint, the 
porous brick is likely to soak up 
most of the water in the mix­ 
ture. 
To avoid this, spray some 
water into the cavity or throw a 
glass or two of water up against 
the joint so that as much as 
possible enters the area. Using 
a small putty knife, slide the 
new mortar into the joint. Pack 
it in so that it sticks out just a 
little, then scoop up the excess 
with the putty knife, which 
should be scooping. 
When applying the mortar, 
try not to spread any of it on 
the surface of the bricks. If any 
does, wipe it off instantly with a 
wet rag. It is difficult to re­ 
move once it begins to harden, 
which is almost at once. 


FINISHING OFF the joints 
can be done in a variety of 
ways, but the easiest for the 
beginner is the V joint. The tip 
Ct a pointed trowel is pushed 
along the joint at a 45-degree 
angle. This will push out some 
of the mortar, which is then 
forced into a V-shape groove. 
It takes a little practice to get

the hang of this, but do not 
worry if you haven’t achieved a 
perfect 
result. 
When 
the 
patches have weathered for a 
few weeks, they are likely to be 
ur loticed unless someone is 
loc ling for them. Bear in mind, 
however, that no m atter how 
the joint looks, it must be 
formed to shed rain. 
Sometimes you will find that 
the old m artar is in such bad 
condition that all of it crumples 
the moment you touch it with a 
piece of metal. You then have 
to take out the brick and re­ 
move all the mortar. Wet the 
opening, soak the brick in wa­ 


ter for IO or 15 minutes and go 
ahead with the remortaring. 
You will have to use enough 
mortar so that the brick fits 
snugly into place. 


THIS IS THE same procedure 
to use if the brick itself is badly 
damaged and must be replaced. 
Spray the patched joints at 
least twice a day for two or 
three days to keep the mortar 
from drying out too quickly. If 
you use a hose for this — as in 
the case of a repaired wall — 
be sure to set the nozzle for 
sprinkling, otherwise the pres­ 
sure of the water may push out 
some of the mortar.

I met two pseudo Frank 
Swertlows who were supposed to fool the 
panel by posing as me. 
ONE WAS A law'yer. The other was a real 
estate agent. My mother would have loved 
them. 
I gave them a two-hour lesson on my life. 
They went off practicing. 
While waiting in the “Truth’s” studio, I 
phoned the office. They were wondering 
when I was coming back to work. But they 
also said the Virginia Graham Show wanted 
me to fly to Hollywood. I agreed. 
But first I had to finish my present 
commitment. For 10 minutes I told the truth 
and the imposters lied. Then I lied and the 
imposters told the truth. 
Unfortunately, we got caught — three 
votes for the real Frank Swertlow, one for 
the imposters. Net profit, $25 and some 
colored beads. 
Then I was off to Hollywood. My hotel was 
directly across from Grauman’s Chinese 
Theater. I thought it was a restaurant. 
When I arrived at the studio, I was 
summoned to meet Virginia. It was like an 
audience with the Queen of Hearts. 
Seated in the corner of the dressing room 


was her husband, Harry, dozing behind a 
copy of Variety. 
“I WANT TO tell you I am a very 
liberated woman,” Virginia assured me. “ I 
have a career and am married to the most 
wonderful man, Harry. Aren’t I, Harry? 
Wake up!” 
After the audience with Miss Graham was 
over, I was told I was going to debate two 
women from a Los Angeles Women’s Liber­ 
ation group. They looked like the Marx 
Brothers’ sisters. I was safe. No audience 
would cheer for them. 
Once on stage, I dispensed with being 
interviewed by Virginia and began inter­ 
viewing the two Libs. This irritated the 
hostess. “Whose show is this?” she asked. 
It was all downhill from there. I got to sit 
in her chair. She got to conduct the inter­ 
views. The two libbers got booed. Every­ 
body was a success. 
I grabbl'd a cab to the airport to return to 
the anonymous life of a newsman. 
An elderly woman approached me in the 
airport lounge. 
“ You’re him!” she cired. 
At last som eone had recognized me. 
“ Why, yes,” I replied modestly. 
The woman turned to her husband. 
“See, Herbie,” she said. “I told you it was 
Woody Allen.”

STEREO SCENE ON TAPES

A really significant improvement has been 
reported in the sound quality of pre-recorded 
tapes, and I have recently checked out the printed 
blurbs with actual A B listening tests and found 
the claims to be true. 
The primary improvement made in many of the 
cassettes and open-reel stereotapes distributed by 
Ampex Stereo Tapes is use of the Dolby “ B” noise 
suppression system. This is a simplified home 
version of the complex circuitry through which 
most professional recordings are now made. 
It consists of an exaggeration of the frequency 
band in which annoying “ hiss” is present during 
original recording. Then in playback this same 
band of frequencies is depressed, with the result 
that the hiss is lowered to a point where it is 
almost unnoticeable. It is through use of Dolby 
“ B” attachments that home recording on cassette 
has been able to come up to the quality of reel-to- 
reel recording. 


Although for optimum results, Dolby-ized tapes 
should be played back through a Dolby circuit, I 
find that these new releases sound excellent on 
ordinary equipment, and that seldom did I want to 
turn down the treble level, as Ampex suggests. 
Other improvements in tape duplication have 
added to the better sound. These include recording 
on the new low-noise, high-output tapes, which 
allow a higher level to be impressed on the tape 
without distortion, thereby also lowering noise. 
Advances in duplication equipment and techniques 
also add to the “new sound.” by the way, there’s 
no increase in price. 
But now on to some of the music: 
“ R eincarnation” (Am pex-Kam a-Sutra KAM- 
M52062) is the cassette version of the terrific 
album on Kama-Sulra by West Indian singer 
Exuma and his group. “ Brown Girl” is the big hit 


here, and other delights are the Beatles’ “ Monk- 
berry Moon Delight” and “ Empty Barrels.” The 
group grooves with a great mix of West Indian, 
African, Latin and rock influences. This album 
provided a fine A-B test of the Dolby cassette 
processing, since I also had the LP to compare. 
Results: The cassette version had more depth 
and richness, as well as seeming to have better 
stereo separation and bass. There was no noticea­ 
ble hiss, and I didn’t have to reduce the treble. 
The LP version had slightly more highs, as well as 
some surface noise. The order of tunes was 
different as well; something often found between 
8-track cartridge and disc version of the same 
music, but the first I’ve noticed it with cassette. 
Anyway, the Dolby-ized cassette comes out on 
top easily, and won’t be getting scratchy in time 
to come either. 
Two other interesting Dolby cassettes in the 
rock field are Orphan’s “ Everyone Lives to Sing” 
(Ampex-Loudon M57197) and Catalyst’s album 
(Ampex-Cobblestone-M59018> which goes by the 
name of the group. About both groups I know 
nothing, except that I enjoy their music. Orphan is 
a Beatles flavored vocal blend that turns some 
lovely phrases both musically and lyrically. Cata­ 
lyst is more into instrumentals, with a jazz flavor 
apparent. Superb sound on both cassettes. 
Another Dolby-ized cassette didn’t quite make 
it, but is of top musical interest; “The Modern 
Jazz Quartet” (Ampex-Prestige M52405). Probably 
the less-than-perfect sound is due to the music 
orginating not only in the pre-Dolby but even pre­ 
stereo period. The Prestige label was a long time 
getting around to stereo on LPS, but this double- 
plav cassette of such classic MJQ as “ Django,” 
“ La Ronde, 
and the Gershwin medley is still a 
gas for those of us who discovered the jazz world's 
answer to the string quartet via these tracks some 
years back.
